of what was planned to be a high 
stakes crap game at 3525 Frank- 
lin avenue. 


Morris Gitel, 1099 Pennsylvania 
avenue, and his nephew, Paul 


Handler, 7336 Dartmouth avenue, 
both in University City, who said 
they were the proprietors, were 
arrested. An elaborate craps lay- 
out was seized, alofig with other 
paraphernalia including chips run- 
ning up to denominations of $100 
each. 

The men, operators of a hosiery 
shop at the Franklin avenue ad- 
dress, estimated the “take” would 
be $8000 to $10,000 a session, in 
requesting the escorting service 
from Sgt. Franeis O’Brien and his 
riding partner, Patrolman Vin- 
cent O’Toole, late Friday. 

When O’Brien’ and O'Toole 
asked who gave them permission 
to run the game, they replied, ac- 
cording to the officers: “The big 
people downtown know all about 
it—it’s okay with them.” 

Report to Captain. 

The two officers ‘said they 
would not accept the assignment 
on their own time, but promised 
to look into it. 

When they reported the request 
to Capt. James Chapman of the 
Lucas Avenue District, he thought 
they were joking. However, when 
the officers stuck to their story, 
Chapman decided. to have a look 
at the place. 4 | 

Finding the shop closed, Chap- 
man and his men got in with the 
help of a janitor who unlocked 
the door. In a large room behind 
the shop, they found a $500 crap 
table, a steel cabinet ng 
dice and chips in denomifations 
as high as $100, and a few chairs. 
The room been parti@ly 
soundproofed. 

Though convinced by now that 
the request had been in earnest, 
Chapman felt the presence of 
police had been noted by enough 
persons to doom any attempt to 
surprise the game in operation. 
He, therefore, called Gitel and 
Handler to the shop for an ex- 
planation. 

It was quite simple, they said. 
Business had been very bad, so 
they decided to open up a dice 
game for a “nice’”’-class of people 
—“used car operators and pro- 
fessional men like doctors~ and 
lawyers.” 

Bought Equipment in Alton. 

A parking lot had been ar- 
ranged behind a nearby hotel at 
a discreet distance from the site 
of the game and everything was 
set to go. They did not explain 
the basis for their assurance it 
would not be raided by police. 

Later, Gitel said Handler had 
bought the dice table froma gam- 
ing estaBlishment in Alton last 
Monday “when all the gambling 
joints in Madison county went 
down.” The shutdown took place 
as a result of pressure by the of- 
fice of Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson 
on local law.enforcement officers. 

The table and other equipment 
were confiscated as evidence. 
Gitel and Handler were’ booked 
suspected of possession of gamb- 
ling paraphernalia and setting up 
and keeping a common gaming 
house by dice, both gelonies under 
Missouri's new anti-gambling 
statute. 

Both men denied there had 
been any games thus far, but 


Capt. Chapman noted the pres-|- 


ence of many cigarette butts on 
the floor, indicating a sizeable 
group of persons had been in the 
place. 

Federal authorities will be told 
the table was brought across state 
lines in apparent violation of the 
Johnson Act, police said.

Sophie VasSalli, said she watched 
the incident from the bank, near 
Marshall road. — 

“They had been running a trot- 
line when I suddenly saw them 
both in the water with the boat 
floating downstream,” she related. 

“My father had hold of the trot- 
line. Cecil started swimming for 
the bank. I calied to him to go 
back and help Dad. He swam 
back and tried to hold Dad’s head 
above water, but went under him- 
self. I didn’t see him again. 

The younger Knochelman lived 
at 3644 Commonwealth avenue 
with his parents*and Mrs. Vas- 
Salli, a widow.

Veiled Prophet Parade Oct. 8 — 
Will Be Over a New Route 


|HIGH-CLIMBING SLEEP WALKER 


Changes Due to Removal 
of Some Car Tracks—} 
Wider Streets to Be 

_ Used Than Previously. 


The Veiled Prophet parade Oct. 
8 will be over a new route, neces- 
sitated by removal or covering of 
certain streetcar tacks, it was 
announced yesterday. Power for 
the thousands of lights on the 
floats comes from overhead trol- 
ley wires. 

The seventy-fourth annual pa- 
rade, which will be the evening 
after the Veiled Prophet’s Ball at 
Kiel Auditorium, will start from 
the Prophet’s Den at Ranken and 
Laclede avenues at 7 p.m. 

From there the route will be: 
West in Laclede to Grand boule- 
vard, north in Grand to Franklin 
avenue, east in Franklin to Lef- 
fingwell avenue; south in Leffing- 
well to Washington boulevard; 
east in Washington to Broadway; 
south in Broadway to Olive 
street; west in Olive to Channing 
avenue; south in Channing to 
Laclede, then west to the Den. 

There are no streetcar tracks 
in Channing. Over that section of 
the route, therefore, lights on the 
floats will be extinguished but 
floodlights will be set up in Chan- 
ning to light the parade. 

The new route is 6.21 miles 
long. It is shorter than the former 
one by about nine-tenths of a 
mile. The new route follows wider 
streets, which will permit better 
vantage points for more specta- 
tors, a spokesman for the V.P. 
organization said. 

This will be the third year the 
newly-chosen Veiled Prophet’s 
Queen and her Special Maids of 
Honor will ride in the parade 
directly behind the Prophet. The 
Queen and maids will be in a 
float protected from the elements 
by a transparent plastic curtain. 

There have been many other 
changes in the parades over the 
years. In 1946 trucks replaced 
horses as the motive power for 
the floats. About that time the 
colorful escort of mounted police 
was replaced by motorcycle police. 

The parade route itself has been 
lengthened considerably since the 
first one in 1878, which did not 
go west of Twelfth boulevard. 
Kerosene torches were -replaced | 
by gas-lighted arches which were, 
in turn, succeeded by electric 
lights in 1903. 

The new route will mean that 
many property owners, particu- 
larly on Laclede west of Grand, 
will no longer enjoy the annual 
bonanza of renting seats to parade 
spectators. 


$1,000,000 BURGLARY 
RING IN NEW YORK 
AREA ROUNDED UP 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (UP) — 
Police officials “solved” 30 rob- 
beries of fashionable estates to- 
day with the smashing of a six- 
man burglary ring which hhd 
stolen more than $1,000,000 in 
jewels, furs and cash. 

Capture of the six-man crime 
syndicate, which operated in New 
York, Connecticut and New Jer- 
sey, was announced yesterday by 
District Attorney Frank Hogan. 
More than $50,000 worth of jew- 
els and silver was recovered, 
Hogan said. | 

He said the gang specialized in 
burglaries of estates, with oc- 
casional thefts in Manhattan. 

The ringleader was identified 
as Jacob (Jack) Wissenfeld, mar- 
ried = year ago to “a girl from a 
fine family.” He posed as a pro- 
duce merchant and kept regular 
hours. Others arrested were 
Robert Russell, whose statement 
broke the case; Paul Sadowski, 
Peter Miele, Myron Fields and 
Gus Chernick, all of New York. 

Hogan said the ring’s members 
picked theif victims by following 
the social pages of newspapers 
and “cased” their jobs in a new 
Cadillac limousine with one of 
the gang dressed in chauffeur’s 
uniform.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—J. 
Howard McGrath, who was ousted 
as Attorney General last spring, 
and T. Lamar. Caudle, one of his 
trusted assistants, who was fired 
by President Truman iast Novem- 
ber, will appear before House 
investigators in public hearings 
next week. 

Pressing its probe of the’ Jus- 


tice Departnicnt, the House Judi- 
cilary subcommittee put McGrath 
down for an appearance Wednes- 
day and scheduled Caudle for 
Thursday, if the group finishes 
with McGrath in one day. This 
will be Caudle’s second session 
with the committee. 

Meanwhile, there were indica- 
tions that the investigation might 
be extended beyond Oct. 1, the 
date which had been agreed on 
by most of the subcommittee 
members for concluding the hear- 
ings. ’ 
Mysterious Trip. 

Representative Kenneth  B. 
Keating of New York, ranking Re- 
publican member of the subcom- 
mittee, and Daniel G. Kennedy, 
its assistant counsel, today made 
a mysterious trip by train to some 
eastern city he refused to name. 

Keating declined to discuss the 
trip except to say it was for the 
purpose of interviewing a key 
witness in a case previously un- 
touched by House investigators. 

Before taking the train Keating 
and Kennedy talked privately for 
five minutes with Senator Richard 
Nixon, of California, Republican 
vice presidential nominee. The 
conference was in Nixon’s office. 

Keating said the meeting was 
“mostly personal” and generally 
involved the political campaign. 

Keating said that “new disclo- 
sures” should come when the sub- 
committee is able to explore the 
Justice Department files which 
Attorney General James P. Mec- 
Granery said last week would be 
opened to it. 

Bakewell to Study K.C. Files. 

Representative Claude I. Bake- 
well, of St. Louis, a Republican 
member of the subcommittee, 
plans to examine the department 
files on the 1946 Kansas City 
vote fraud case. 

Bakewell wants to know if any 
“highereup” interfered with a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
inquiry into the theft of evidence 
in the 1946 Missouri Democratic 
primary election. In that pri- 
mary, Enos Axtell, President 
Truman’s candidate, defeated 
Congressman Roger Slaughter for 
renomination. There were charges 
of vote fraud by Slaughter and 
ballots which had been impound- 
ed as evidence were stolen from 
the Jackson County Courthouse 
vault. | 

When McGrAath takes the stand, 
he will be asked ‘to tell what he 
recalls about the 1951 invéstiga- 
tion of tax scandals by the federal 
grand jury in St. Louis. The com- 
mittee has been told that the 
grand jury “whitewashed” tax 
case handling in St. Louis when 
McGrath was head of the Justice 
Department. 

Caudle already has given the 
subcommittee in private his ver- 
sion of what happened in St. 
Louis. When he takes the stand 
Thursday he will be asked to re- 
peat this testimony publicly. 

Arthur H. Crowl of Flushing, 
N.Y., an investigator for the sub- 
committee since it was created 
last Jantiary, was named chief in- 
vestigator today. An accountant 
and former FBI agent, Crowl, 49 
years old, succeeds Robert A. Col- 
lier who+ was promoted to chief 
counsel last month.

Senator Morse Changes Mind, 
Won’t Campaign for Eisenhower

Monday morning. This train trip 
will be distinctly slower than his 
recent airplane invasion of the 
South. His campaign train will 
stop six to 10 times during the 
day, usually for only 10 or 15 
minutes. 

Will Fly to AFL Convention. 

The Republican candidate will 
leave the train at St. Paul, Minn., 
Tuesday afternoon to fly back to 
New York to address the AF 
convention and will rejoin tHe 
campaign party Wednesday eve- 
ning at Moline, [ll]. In New York 
he is expected to tell the AFL 
convention the changes he would 
favor in the Taft-Hartley labor 
law. Since he agreed yesterday 
with Senator Taft of Ohio, co- 
author of the bill, on the basic 
principles of the law, his views 
are likely to coincide with those 
of Senator Taft. 

Gov. Adlai E, Stevenson of IIli- 
nois: has already come out for 
“scrapping” of this legislation and 
starting over again. Bound by 
the Republican platform and his 
agreement with Taft, Eisenhower 
cannot possibly go that far if{t his 
bid for the votes of organized 
labor. The. best he can hope for 
is that the convention refrain 
from formally indorsing the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, who will ad- 
dress the convention Sept. 22. 
Subject of Talk Here Not Given. 

_ It was not known today at party 
headquarters what the subject of 
Eisenhower’s St. Louis speech 
next Saturday will be. At this 
speech and during talks in Kan- 
sas City and from the rear end 
of his train in Missouri he is ex- 
pected to call for the re-election 
of Republican Senator James P. 
Kem, who has a voting record of 
almost solid opposition to the bi- 
partisan foreign policy which the 
general supports. In view of his 
indorsement of the candidacies 
of Senators McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin and Jenner of Indiana, there 
can be no.doubt that he will ask 
Missouri voters to send Kem back 
to Washington, The scope and 
intensity of the Kem indorsement 
are about the only questions re- 
maining regardirg his attitude to- 
ward Kem. : 

The campaign train will leave 
St. Louis early Monday morning, 
Sept. 22, on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad for Cincinnati, 
by way of Evansville, Ind., Hen- 
derson, Owensboro and Louisville, 
Ky. At Louisville, the General 
and. party will make an hour’s 
motorcade visit in the city. 

Will Meet Taft Again. 

In Cincinnati, there will be an- 
other meeting with Senator Taft, 
his third since the convention 
which he beat the Ohio Senator 
for the presidential nomination. 

He will speak in Taft’s home 
town that night and in Cleveland 
the next. From Ghio he will turn 
southward into West Virginia, 
North Carolina, Virginia and 
Maryland. | 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey refused 
to go into West Virginia in 1948 
because he disagreed with the 
stand taken by the then Repub- 
lican Senator Revercomb of that 
state on anti-semitism. Truman 
carried the state by more than 
100,000 votes. Revercomb was de- 
feated. Eisenhower's visit is ap- 
parently designed to heal the 1948 
wounds. 

North Carolina, Virginia and 
Maryland are interesting political 
territories. Although North Caro- 
lina went Democratic by more 
than 200,000 in the 1948 election, 
there were almost 70,000 votes 
cast for the state’s rights ticket, 

Virginia Vote in 1948. 

In Virginia, the 1948 presiden- 
tial vote was 200,000 for Truman, 
172,008 for Dewey and 43,000 for 
the Thurman Dixiecrats. In other 
words, Truman got only a plural-

TAFT BACK HOME; 
REFUSES TO POSE 
WITH ‘IKE’ BUTTON 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 13 (UP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
came home smiling today from 
his conference with Dwight D. 
Eisenhower but declined to pose’ 
wearing a king-sized “I Like Ike” 
button. . 

“I'm not posing for any trick 
photographs, at least as yet,” Taft 
said as he left the private plane 
which brought him here from 
New York. 

He took a swing, however, at 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson, Demo- 
cratic candidate for President, 
who said that Taft and Eisen- 
hower “must have. eaten crow” 
at a breakfast yesterday when the 
two discussed Taft’s part in 
Eisenhower’s campaign. 

“Stevenson sounded disappoint- 
ed that we were in agreement,” 
Taft said, adding that “Steven- 
son’s statement emphasized our 
agreement.” 

Taft, who was defeated by 
Eisenhower for the Republican 
presidential nomination, said after 
his conference with Eisenhower 
that he would support him with- 
out qualification and urged his 
friends to do so. 


THREE ADVISERS 
NAMED TO TRAVEL 
WITH EISENHOWER 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
—Selection of three advisers to 
travel with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower on all his campaign train 
and plane trips was announced 
today. 

They are Senator William F. 
Knowland of California and- Re- 
presentatives Leonard W. Hall of 
New York and Leslie C. Arends 
of Illinois. 

The appointments were an- 
nounced by Chairman Arthur E. 
Summerfield of the Republican 
National Committee who said that 
he, too, will join Eisenhower on 
his 12-day campaign swing start- 
ing from New York tomerrow. 

“In discussions with Gen. 
Eisenhower,” Summerfield said in 
a statement, “it was decided that 
with the campaign now in full 
swing the experience of three vet- 
eran campaigners from the Con- 
gress, one from each part of the 
country, would be invaluable. 


| RACING GAR BUILT IN BACKYARD 


SHOP SETS 229 M.P.H. RECORD 


WENDOVER, Utah, Sept. 13 
(AP)—A streamlined automobile, 
built in a California backyard 
shop, flashed. through. the meas- 
ured mile at 229.77 miles an hour 
today to set an international speed 
mark. 

The record might have been 
higher except for worn tires.. The 
crystalline surface of the Bonne- 
ville salt flats course wore the 
treads off the two rear tites and 
driver George Hill let his car 
coast the final half mile. 

On his’ first trip through the 
test, Hill drove at 235.41 miles an 
hour. On the return he hit only 
224.44 for an average of 229.77. 
That performance wiped out the 
old mark for Class C cars of 
219.5 miles an hour set by Bernd 
Rosemeyer in Germany. 

Hill and Bill Davis, also of Bur- 
bank, built the frame and body, 
with the latter made mostly of 
fiber glass. The engine is a modi- 
fied Mercury. 


Indicates Enthusiasm for 
General Has Cooled 
‘Since Taft Meeting — 
Assails Compromises.

1. Eisenhower’s confer- 
ence yesterday on _ political 
strategy with Senator Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, with whom 
Morse has feuded in the Senate 
for years. ; 

2. Eisenhower’s public ap- 
pearances in Indiana with iso- 
lationist Senator William Jen- 
ner, who is seeking re-election, 
and Eisenhower’s announcement 
that he will back all Republi- 
can candidates, including Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin. 

3. Announcement by Steve 
Anderson, Oregon Young Re- 
publican leader and Morse sup- 
porter, that Anderson was re- 
signin® from the Eisenhower 
campaign staff and would switch 
to the Democratic candidate, 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson. 

Less than a month ago, on Aug. 
19, Morse ‘made public a letter 
to Eisenhower which said in part:

SPRINGFIELD, II1., Sept. 13—~

He issued a statement that was 
pitched on a note of confidence. 
He made. no effert to exaggerate 
the results gained from the jour- 
ney, but it was’apparent that he 
was genuinely satisfied, 

Some of his aids appeared to be 
elated after the trip, but since 
politicians must at all times exude 
confidence their reaction could 
hardly be taken at face value, 
Nevertheless, there was no dis- 


appointment discernible in any 
quarter. 

Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
Chapman, who helped with the. 
Western tour, described the can- 
didate’s tour as “perfect.” It was 
plain that Senators who were with 
Stevenson on parts of the -trip 
were enthusiastic. 

These included Senators Dennis 
Chavez and Clinton Anderson of 
New Mexico, Ernest McFarland, 
the majority leader, and Carl 
Hayden in Arizona and Warren 
Magnuson in Washington. °

BELLE, M®, Sept. 13—Stuart 
Symington, Demoeratic nominee 
for United States Senator, charged 
today that Senator James P. Kem 
has become known as “an enemy 
of the Missouri farmer” because 
of his votes on rural electrifica- 
tion and farm legislation. 

In his first major talk of the 
general election campaign, the 
former Secretary of the Air Force 
told a crowd attending the Belle 
Fair that his Republican oppon- 
ent had. sided with the private 
power companies in fights over 


public power development. 

‘Also speaking at the fair, How- 
ard, Elliott, Republican candidate 
for Governor, proposed a four- 
point program for establishment 
of an “adequate and humane” old- 
age pension system, after de- 
nouncing the Democrats for play- 
ing politics with the program. 

Hits Pension Regulatiens. 

Elliott charged the last two Dem- 
ocratic state administrations, in- 
cluding that of former Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly, his opponent in the 
present campaign, with imposing 
pension regulations which compel 
the needy aged “to live in wood- 
sheds, hen houses and. vacant 
rooms” in order to qualify for 
pensions. 

Symington, stressing Kem’s vot- 
ing record on power legislation, 
declared his opponent voted four 
times in 1948 against funds for 
steam generating plants in the 
Tennessee Valley, opposed legis- 
lation to speed the Grand Coulee 
project in Washington and op- 
posed funds needed by electrical 
co-operatives in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 

“My, opponent,” the Democratic 
candidate said, “not only op- 
posed the farmers’ interest in 
other sections of the state, but 
also voted to prevent full power 
development for farms in Mis- 
souri. 

“He voted in 1950 against funds 
for the Southwest Power Admin- 
istration. Repeatedly before and 
since then he has voted against 
development of that power pro- 
ject, so vital to the farmers of 
Missouri.” 

Repeating charges made re- 
cently in Missouri by Senator 
John J. Sparkman of Alabama, 
Democratic nominee for Vice 
President, Symington declared 
that in 1948 Kem voted against 
90 per cent parity for corn, wheat 
and tobacco, and the following 
year opposed 90 per cent parity 
on six basic crops.

TAFT SPEAKING: 
TOUR SCHEDULED: 
FOR 18 STATES 


Active Campaigning for 
Eisenhower Will Begin 
at Cincinnati Rally on 
Sept. 22. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UP)— 
Republican campaign planners are 
working on an ambitious speaking 
schedule in which Senator Robert 
A. Taft will stump 18 states to 
urge election of Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, it was disclosed today. 

As it shapes up now, Taft’s 
campaign effort will be exceeded 
only by those of Eisenhower, who 
defeated him for the Republican 
presidential nomination, and Vice 
Presidential Candidate Richard 
M. Nixon. 

But with the Taft-Eisenhower 
wings of the party united,. unex- 
pected dissent and possible rebel- 
lion cropped up elsewhere. 


Senator Wayne ‘Morse of Ore- 
gon, one of the party’s leading 
liberals, announced he had re- 
fused to accept campaign speak- 
ing dates in Eisenhower’s behalf. 

Taft’s plunge into an active 
campaign role will come Sept. 22, 
when he appears with Eisenhower 
at a Cincinnati rally. The two, 
Taft and Eisenhower, will appear 
together again the next day ata 
Cleveland political meeting and 
both will make speeches. 

Then, in the remainder of Sep- 
tember, the schedule, as tentative- 
ly worked out, calls for Taft to 
speak in five states. Speaking en- 
gagements in 13 other states are 
plannéd for October. 

Taft, as chairman of the Repub- 
lican Senate Policy Committee, 
will concentrate on states with 
Senatorial campaigns. He made 
It clear Friday in a “peace meet- 
| 1ng” with Eisenhower that he in- 
| tends to speak for the presiden- 
| tial tieket, too. 

Already booked for Taft, be- 
sides appearances in his home 
State, Ohio, are speeches in Mon- 
tana, Arizona, New Mexico, Utah, 
Wyoming and Washington state. 
He also is expected to visit Ten- 
nessee, West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania and Indiana. Republican 
sources said other states will be 
added to the list later.

More Damage. 


OMAHA, Nebr., Sept. 13 (AP) 
—Army engineers today put a 
$179,000,000 cost tag on the flood 
that ravaged the Missouri river 


basin last April. 

» The figure covers both the 
damage and the cost of fighting 
the flood. 

Flood protection ‘works built 
under the Pick-Sloan plan for 
Missouri basin development and 
already in-service spared the area 
additional damages estimated at 
$238,580,000, according to Brig. 
Gen. W. E. Potter, Missouri river 
division engineer. 

The Pick-Sloan plan calls for 
the construction of more than 
100 dams and reservoirs plus 
levees, channel improvements and 
other projects for  irrigation,. 


‘flood control, power generation 


and allied purposes. Construction 
started seven years ago. 
. Worst Missouri Flood. 

The April flood, worst of rec- 
ord on the Missouri, résulted 
from the rapid melting of an un- 
usually heavy cover of winter 
snow in the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana. The runoff dumped an un- 
precedented load of water into 
the channel and the effects were 
felt all the way from Montana, 
througs the Dakotas, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Missouri. 

Research by Army engineers 
yielded this flood box score: 2.- 
122,000 acres flooded, 1,195,000 
acres of. cropland flooded, 120 
cities and towns flooded, 140 
highways closed, 39 railroads 
closed, and 87,000 persons dis- 
placed. 

The breakdown of flood losses: 
$72,833,000 to agriculture; $33,- 
400,000 to towns and cities; $29- 
209,000 from disruption of trans- 
portation, communications and 
utilities; $43,558,000 damage to 
levees, river improvement works, 
cost of flood fighting and evacu- 
ation. 

Cost of Fighting Flood. 

The cost of fighting the flood 
was figured at $12,531,500. This 
covered the money spent by the 
Federal Government, local inter- 
ests and the Red Cross.

| Of the flood affected states, 
Missouri suffered the heaviest 
losses, the Army engineer report 
showed. Missouri’s loss was $53,- 
842,000, compared with $30,56¢,- 
000 for Nebraska, $24,768,000 for 
Scuth Dakota, $43,412,000 for 
Iowa, $17,395,000 for Kansas, $2,- 
439,000 for North Dakota and 
$6,580,000 for Montana. 
| Bigger Cities Spared. 
| The only reason farm damages 
'exceeded city damages was that 
‘flood control works spared Oma- 
ha, Council Bluffs and the Kansas 
Citys, Gen. Potter said. 

Damages ‘prevented were esti- 
mated at $130,000,000 at the Kan- 
sas Citys, and $62,540,000 at Oma- 
ha and Council Bluffs. Reservoirs 
at Fort Peck, Mont., Heart Butte, 
N.D., and Shadehill, S.D., cut 
damages by $35,860,000 while Mis- 
souri river agricultural levees and 
other local levees cut the damage 
total by $10,180,000, according to 
the report. 

Flood fighting costs in the Kan- 
sas City district (covering an area 
from the mouth near St. Louis to 
Rulo, Nebr.) were estimated at 
$4,595,000. In the Omaha district, 
(Rulo to the North Dakota-South 
Dakota border) the cost was $7,- 
655,420. In the Garrison (N.D.) 
district the cost was $87,400, and 
in the Fort Peck (Mont.) district,

The New York Times says atomic: 
physicists at the Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory have made a 


discovery that is “‘a sensation not 
equalled ce the announcement 
early in 1939 of the discovery of 
uranium fission.” 

The Times, in a story‘by science 

writer William L. Laurence, says 
a team of physicists has discov- 
ered a new principle which would 
make possible the building of a 
new high-energy accelerator. 
The accelerator, Laurence says, 
would be capable of reaching an 
energy of 100 billion electron 
volts. 
The most powerful accelerator 
now in existence has reached an 
energy of 2,300,000,000 electron 
volts, the Times says. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (AP)—f} 


‘The Times -says Dr. Lelayit J. 
Haworth, director of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’ s Brookhaven 
laboratory on Long Island, con- 
firmed the facts of the discovery, 
but emphasized that construction 
of such an accelerator was not 
contemplated at this time. 

“The new strong-focusing, high- 
energy accelerator is expected to 
lead to the attainment of entirely 
new levels of knowledge about 
the material universe, its consti- 


tution, origins and future,” Laur- 


ence’s story says. 

“When and if built, and there 
is little doubt that it will be, i 
will put man for the first time 
in the business’ of creating pro- 
tons and neutrons, as well as 
electrons and mesons, principal 
building blocks of the material 
universe, on a grand scale.”

Mr. Morse, 88 years old, died 
Friday at his home, 6219 West- 
minster place, after a brief ill- 


ness. 

He was born on a farm near 
Decatur, Ill., and received his 
education at Valparaiso Academy, 
the University of Illinois and the 
Columbia School of Law, now a 
part of George Washington Uni- 
versity; Washington, D. C. 

He established the St. Louis 
Daily Record in October 1890. The 
newspaper has grown from a 
small four-page pamphlet into the 
present publication which covers 
legal and business news in the St. 
Louis area. 

Mr. Morse was one of the 
founders and the first president 
of the Associated Court and Com- 
mercial Newspapers, a nation-wide 
organization.

He was succeeded 
as chairman by his son, Lucius B. 
Morse, who has been president of

ONE OF THE TESTS of a campaigner is 
how he gets along with the accompanying 
correspondents. 

After Stevenson had complained to a 
western gathering that 90 per cent of the 
nation’s newspapers were for his distin- 


guished ‘opponent and only the intelligent 
10 per cent had waited until they could 
make a decision between the expressed 
views of the rivals, a correspondent per- 
sonally favoring Eisenhower's election 
polled most of the reporters in the Re- 
publican campaign: party. The result showed 
that as of now 24 said they would vote for 
Adlai, seven for Ike and six were undecided. 
This was in sharp contrast to the posi- 
tions of newspaper publishers and editors 
who decide the policies of their publica- 
tion. A survey by Editor and Publisher, | 
the trade magazine, reported that of the 
newspapers responding to their question- 
naires, those with 81 per cent of the circu- 
lation listed by them favored Eisenhower, 
9.5 per cent fivored Stevenson and 9.5 per 
cént were undecided. 


A poll of correspondents traveling with | 
Stevenson showed that 19 would vote for the. 
Illinois Governor for President, nine for) 
Eisenhower and five were undecided. This_ 
result comes despite the tendency of re-. 
porters to be skeptical of the man they are | 
reporting. Part of this result can be at-)| 
tributed to Stevenson’s literary grace and 
part to the, fact that reporters like to deal 
with experienced politicians. Publishers and 
editors, on the other hand, are more likely 
to be disdainful toward politicians. |

‘THE LATE BOSS Tom Pendergast was 
fond “of saying that “politics is a business.” 
More high-minded men, usually office hold- 
ers, have called it a “profession.” Whatever 
it is called, it has its own traditions, pro- 
cedures and techniques which are far dif- 
. ferent from a military organization. Eisen- 
hower, although he continues to think and 
talk in military terms, is learning this. 

Eisenhower's staff training seemed to crop 
out in his dealing with Senator Taft and 
Taft’s supporters. In Cleveland, David In- 
galls, one of the Ohioan’s most important 
backers was telling everyone who would listen 
that none of the Eisenhower leaders had 
sought his co-operation. Eisenhower told a 
press conference that he had not known 
about this but that after all, he was in the 
hands of. his managers and this was their 
affair.

ticularly on foreign policy. He also indicated 
that the General had promised that he would 
talk and act more like conservative Repub- 
licans and that there would be no discrimi- 
nations against Taft supporters in favor of 
the Ikemen-before-Chicago. On points, it 
was a Taft victory. 

Likewise, the rally in Indianapolis, where 
Ike called for the re-election of isolationist 
Senator William E. Jenner was the work of 
the Indiana Republican organization and 
not the decision of Eisenhower or even the | 
Republican National Committee headquar- 
ters. It resulted from his approval of the 
appointment of Representative Charles A. 
Halleck of Indiana as the co-chairman of 
the Republican speakers’ bureau. - Eisen- 
howe seemed to be embarrassed by the way 
Jenner shoved himself into the picture but 
by that time he could do little about it. 


Stevenson, on the other hand, apparently 
has made his own major decisions, such as 
forcing the election of Stephen Mitchell as 
chairman of. the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, the selection of Wilson W. Wyatt as his 
personal campaign manager and his letter to 
Gov. Shivers of Texas on the Federal Govern- 
ment’s paramount rights in tidelands oil. 

As a seeker for the presidency, Eisenhower 
has several advantages over Stevenson, 
is not only a national but an international 


figure of great stature while Stevenson has 


only local reputation, Most people want to 
| See in the flesh the former supreme com- 
mander of SHAEF and NATO. There is no 
such curiosity about the Governor of Illinois, 
as attested by the small crowds he drew in 
Detroit and Denver. Even in blase Wash- 
ington, thousands of persons were at the air- 
port and along the streets when Ike made a 
two-hour stop-over to talk to the workers at 
the party headquarters. 

His out-stretched arms in greetings to the 


crowds are a far more effective political 


trade-mark than Adlai’s single hand wave 
‘that some persons consider effeminate. His 
sincere delivery of his speech, particularly 
when he gets steamed up, gives the crowd 
what they expect. It is still a question 
whether Stevenson’s restrained delivery of 
highly literate prose will bring in votes; it 
is also a question whether Stevenson can 
continue to devote.so much time to speech 
writing and editing so that his remarks will 
have a distinct Stevensonian quality. 

If both candidates have to rely on ghost 
writers, in the final weeks Eisenhower will 
have a great advantage. The Republicans 
have the better research department and a 
larger aNd more varied group of writers.

EISENHOWER’S DELIVERY of speeches 
_has improved, both to indoor and outdoor

NDERLYING the campaign for the 
| presidency, in which the representatives 


of the two great American parties are 
engaged, is the grim question of survival. 
As the question usually is discussed in 
terms of atom bombs and guided missiles it 
might be assumed that the verdict of history 
will be determined entirely by force— 
threatened or applied. 
Is God always found on the side of the 
strongest battalions? 


Herbert Agar, writer, lecturer and for- 
mer editor of the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, suggests that such a view ignores the 
real causes of the Western World’s di- 
lemma: the moral basis on which our 
strength should rest, and the justification 
for our survival. 


In “A Declaration of Faith,” a book just 
published by Houghton Mifflin, Agar con- 
tends that the only effective offset to the 
“solemn creed of Communism” is a revital- 
ized belief in our Western heritage and a 
general sharing of that belief among the 
inheritors. Agar describes that belief and 
indicates the several ways in which we have 
failed to sustain it.

-IN BRIEF, Agar holds that Western cul- 
ture has been at its finest when individuals 
and communities within that culture have 
been most obedient to “Natural Law.” As a 
Christian, he believes that Natural Law is 
synonymous with the will of God. 

He concedes, however, that Natural Law 
can be regarded as something woven into the 
universe, and whose workings can be under- 
stood by the’ use of reason. What's impor- 
tant, however, is that it be held as supreme 
and unchanging. sf 

No government may veto it and no 
prince or potentate may set it aside? When 
- this is attempted—as it often has been 
throughout history—it is an invitation to 
decay, boredom and disaster.

One of the questions campaign reporters 
are asking each other is: How long, can 
Eisenhower stick to his pre-convention reso- 
lution not to indulgé in personalities during 
the campaign? 

It looks as though he is warming up to 
using proper names, something he said he 
would not do. 


It would be too much to expect that he and 
Stevenson can go through six weeks of “high 
level” campaigning, which is something the 
voters do not want. Denouncing corruption 
without calling names leaves the listener with 
a faceless impression. The late Lord Lothian, 
when British Ambassador in Washington, once 
observed that a wise man thought in issues 
but talked in personalities. Issues, if not 
hazy in themselves, can be confused. A per- 
sonality is a face and makes a definite im- 
pression, that can be retained. 


The voters demand personalities, hence the 
shouts, “give-’em-hell” and “pour-it-on.” Both 
sides, of course, have their own mud-slingers 
and meat-ax swingers. If the two presiden- 
tial candidates insist on shooting each other 
at long range, there will be fighting on the 
ground with such experts as Republican Sen- 
ators Dirksen of Illinois, McCarthy of Wis- 
consin, Jenner of Indiana on one side and 
Democratic Senators Benton of Connecticut, 
Humphrey of Minnesota and Kerr of Okla- 
homa on the other.

gave all-out personal support to a candidate. 
It didn’t do any good. 


Mechling, a former newspaper man 
known to perhaps two or three dozen Ne- 
vadans seven months ago, beat Bible and 
now is the party’s candidate against Sena- 
tor George (Molly) Malone, Republican, 
who’s seeking re-election in November. 


It isn’t quite correct to say ‘Mechling was 
alone in winning Nevada’s greatest upset 
victory. His pretty, vivacious wife, Mar- 
garet, who once was on McCarran’s Wash- 
ington secretarial staff, worked as hard as 
he did. But there was no one else. ‘ 

They had no campaign headquarters—ex- 
cept their car and trailer. 

They had no campaign manager. 

They accepted no outside money, using 
only Mechling’s savings. 

They won by using the ancient schoolbook 
method of going directly to the people, 20,- 
000 miles throughout Nevada, and personally 
talking to some 50,000 citizens, by actual 
count, 

The Mechlings talked straight New Deal 
and Fair Deal “liberalism.” Their real op- 
ponent was Senator McCarran, friend of the 
Spanish dictator, Franco, and a super-con- 
servative whose obstructionist Senate career 
led the “Washington Post” to call him a “‘one- 
man monkey wrench.”

' MECHLING, tall, slim, wavy-haired, 31 years 
years old, looks shy but isn’t. He thinks quick- 
ly, always seems in a hurry, and is burning 
with a deep sincerity that he has a duty to 
perform in Washington. That’s why he de- 
cided to run for Senator. It was his idea. 
No one shoved him into the candidacy. 

After graduating with honors in 1942 from 
the University of Missouri School of Journal- 
ism, Mechling was in the Office of Strategic 
Services including more than two years of 
Pacific combat area service. Then he free- 
lanced with an emphasis on Western region 
problems, and worked in Washington with 
the Kiplinger Newsletter. 


“What I saw up close of self-serving pol- 
iticians and graft and corruption | that 
crossed and re-crossed party lines made me 
mad,” he said, “mad enough to jump down 
out of the press gallery and into politics 
with both feet. I determined to use a good 
chunk of my savings and earnings from 
my news work to try to do something about 
it. And a year of personal campaigning 
for better government is little enough to 
give, even though it’s added to three years’ 
military service. 

‘Does that sound corny?” he asked with

The record of beietony:

And they have 
yielded to abominations 
when the reverse was 
true, His book is full of 
examples drawn from the 
histories of Greece, Rome, 
Europe and the United 
States. 

Even though good men

pretation of Natural Law, the innate sense 
of justice—which is but another name for 
Natural Law—will justify itself‘ and has jus- 
tified itself on balance. If we cannot under- 
stand or precisely define its intrinsic nature 
we can always judge it by its fruits.

That thought was the key to Mechling’s 
entire campaign. He wafited to represent 
each Nevada citizen equally, so he .cam- 
paigned alone and used his own money. 


“The average citizen doesn’t expect spe- 
cial privileges in Washington,” he said, “but 
he wants his views to have equal weight 
with every other citizen. If if works that 
way, we'll come up with laws that will meet 
the democratic test of giving the greatest 
good to the greatest number.” 


With that idealism in mind, Mechling, be- 
ginning Feb. 1, went to see all of Nevada’s 
27 newspaper editors, 20 of whom run week- 
lies. He introduced himself, announced his 
candidacy, and flabbergasted them by doing 
the unusual. He paid them cash in advance 
for a full schedule of political advertising, to 
run throughout the campaign. His ads were 
small—two columns by three inches, to run 
every other week—but that was all he could 
afford arid he*was ready to pay. 


He bought some radio time, too, but the 
bulk of his expense was for postcards. And 
here, too, he did the unusual. These weren't 
the routine direct-mail gimmicks of most 
politicians. These cards were sent to people 
he’d seen and talked with, and each included 
a personal note that would remind the voter 
of Mechling’s visit. 

He and Margaret bought a used trailer, 
hooked it to their 1951 Chevrolet, and 
began a rugged workout of 16-18 hour 
days. Throughout the campaign, the trail- 
er, which had its own stove, refrigerator, 
shower and toilet, was their home and 
office. 


Typically, Mechling spent from 6 to 9 a.m. 
meeting early-rising workers—railroad em- 
ployes,\| miners, and those in the service 
trades. Then he’d go door to door in resi- 
dential and business sections, after first buy- 
ing a city map and marking off the town 
into sections. 


Meanwhile Margaret found out what or- 
ganizations—even private bridge parties — 
were meeting, and lined up lunchtime and 
afternoon speaking engagements. The rest 
of the day and evening was more of the 
same, with Mechling usually winding up by 
having midnight lunch with the’help in some 
restaurant. kitchen. 

Then they’d work together, bringing their 
card file of ‘persons seen” up to date, and 


prove it. He turned down offers of outside 
financial support in the. primary, and now 
that bandwagon-jumpers are coming in fast 
with more offers, he’s still turning them 
down. 


‘“T think I can go through to the finish 
line on $3000,” he said, “and that’s what 
we've budgeted. If we take money from 
outside, we’re defeating the entire theme 
with which we started—to do it the hard 
way, with our own money.” 

He beat Bible 15,915 to 15,251, and feels 
he did it because Nevadans are tired of the 
McCarran “bipartisan” machine, which he 
says “has controlled the state for too long.” 
Veteran observers of Nevada politics agree 
that the anti-McCarran votes put Mechling 
in. But they add that the novelty of having 
a candidate visit voters at their homes and 
talk sincerely convinced many that Mechling 
was their man, 

Although Alan Bible, 42, one of Nevada’s 
best-liked citizens and a two-time Attorney 
General, was known throughout the state 
as an apparently unbeatable. political 
comer, voters remembered that he’d been 
a McCarran law partner and close associ- 
ate for years, and felt that this was their 
chance to slap down McCarran. 

Bible pegged his campaign principally to 
the facts that he had years of public service 
behind him and was a native son. Mechling, 
who was born in Denver and registered as a 

Nevada voter when stationed at an Air Force 
field in Las Vegas during the war, simply 
pointed out census figures which showed, he 
said, that only one in five Nevadans is a na- 
tive, “and don’t you think your vote is as 
good as a native’s?” 


Margaret, who was born in Wells, Nev. 


and is of Italian descent, helped immeasur- 
ably by speaking their own language to the 
thousands of Italians who live in the state, 


She was quick to take advantage of a monue | 


mental blunder in a Bible campaign letter, 
written in Italian, which hinted in a deroga- 
tory manner that it was too bad some Nevada 
Italians couldn’t speak English.

THIS PERSONAL TYPE of campaigning 
isn’t going to be a shoo-in for Mechling, 
because it’s just the kind of fight Malone 
glories in. 

Malone, who is 62 and looks and acts much 
younger, is a former Nevada state engineer 
who probably knows more of the 160,000 
residents of Nevada by their first name than 
any one person. In his first senatorial term, 
which he’s now completing, he’s specialized 
in personal service, 

He’s a thorough isolationist. His choice 
for the Republican presidential nomination 
was Senator Everett Dirksen of Illinois. 

He was worried about Bible, but when the 
returns were in for the primary; he did a 
jubilant victory dance outside his office. He 
felt Mechling was a cinch to beat. But so 
did Bible. 

Mechling had the support of only two

as perhaps our most deplorable sin of omis- 
sion. His reading of history has left him 
with grim conclusions about the fates of na- 
tions that could never learn to co-operate 
with their neighbors and unify themselves 
against oppression from the outside. 

Athens was mauled by Persia, defeated by 
Sparta, conquered by Macedon and finally 
subjugated by Rome, because it failed to ex- 
tend the concept of liberty-under-the-law 
beyond the city-state. The Romans of the 
Republic failed to extend the concept beyond 
Italy. “Thus,” adds Agar, “they were forced 
by fear into conquering Carthage, Macedon 
and Syria and so lost their freedom and 
unity of spirit.” 

“Like the Greeks and Romans of the Re- 
public,” he continues, “we see the fellow 
members of our own (Western) society as 
outsiders, potential foes who must not share 
the benefits of ‘our law.’ So we, too, have 
taken to self-annihilation.” 

Agar does not counsel against the building 
of our armed strength. He is not against 
military preparedness. He is against the 
provincialism of outlook, bred of a defection 
from Natural Law, that would make our 
armaments the evidence of nothing but fear. 

The weakness of our present system of 
alliances with European nations is that it is 
based largely on a shared hatred for Russia. 
Agar’s book suggests that this is not good 
enough or strong enough to save what-is 
worth saving. 

Even if it gives us victory in war, and we 
drown our present enemies in their own 
blood, we shall have learned nothing but the 


discipline of fear. Consequently we will then | 
have other enemies to face if we have not 


they knifed at Mechling. But he handled 
them all, even when one of the flustered 
questioners asked, “Would you go into a res- 
taurant with a nigger?” He replied, “I fought 
with Negroes during the war.- They always 
upheld their share, and I coxtalnly would go 
into a restaurant with a Negro.” 

Despite such instances as those, William 
Crowell, district attorney of Nye county and 
state chaimman of the Democratic party, in- 
sisted after the election that “the state 
organization stayed completely out of the 
primary, but now Mechling is entitled to the 
fullest support of the party, and he will get 
Fagg - 

But the 76-year-old McCarran, who’s been 
consistent in his opposition to Roosevelt and 
Truman, and is felt by many Nevadans to 
be entirely too conservative, wasn’t having 
any of that. 

Asked if he, too, would support Mechling, 
he said, almost angrily: 

“I have no comment, no comment at all.” 

When the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee met last week to inderse Mech- 
ling’s candidacy Senator McCarran was 
conspicuously absent, though he had been 
invited. 

Mechling really doesn’t care. He’s empha- 
sized that he believes in the Democratic 
party platform’s views on foreign policy; in

A grave injustice is done to a great 
American biographer by Irving Dilliard 
in his review of Dixon Wecter’s Sam 
Clemens of Hannibal in your Sept. 7 
issue, when he says that this is a book 
“to correct all the many errors of fact 
and judgment in Albert Bigelow Paine.” 


Paine’s Mark Twain is a magnificent 
work and contains very few errors. 
Only a. great biographer could have 
written as Paine did on Feb. 7, 1936: 

“You cannot write biography depend- 
ing on stray news items and informa- 
tion picked up from Tom, Dick and 
Harry. People tell you all sorts of tales, 
many of them without a shadow of 
truth. Biography is work, and then 
more work, and then a great deal more 
work on top of that. Try as you will 
you cannot always get the facts.” 


The fact is Wecter has borrowed 
much from Paine without giving proper 
credit. As Paine wrote me on Jan. 4, 
T1936: 


: ‘ 

“I do not expect credit any more for 
material borrowed from my book, which 
has become a general free-base of sup- 
ply and relief for authors in need.” 

Paine + scrutinized all his material 
more carefully than a judge. Speaking 
of his western tour to gather facts, 
Paine said: 

“I regarded as worthless almost 
everything (told me) except the testi- 
mony of Joe Goodman, Steve Gillis 
and a few others. Old men love to talk, 
and young ones, too, and let their imag- 
inations run away with them. 


Where Paine towers head and shoul- 
ders above Wecter, DeVoto and others 
who have attempted to write upon Sam- 
uel Clemens is that he really knew, 
understood and loved his subject. 


“He always seemed very young to me,” 
wrote Paine. “In spite of his white hair, 
his mind was 30 young, his step so light. 
almost to the last. What a memory he 
has left behind! As the years pass I am 
more and more amazed that I should 
have been chosen to preserve the rec- 
ord of the passage of that great soul 
the-ugh tFis brief and Sroy-ing exise 
ence which we call life.”

“Two weeks ago today the Post-Dispatch took 
an inventory of the presidential campaign half- 


way between the conventions and the election. 


The most significant development in the inter- 
vening fortnight is what has happened to the 
candidacy of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


After a two-day flight into the South where 
he roundly flayed the Truman Administration 
for loose morals, the Republican nominee opened 
his campaign officially with an address on for- 
eign policy in Philadelphia. Next he campaigned 
in such important Middle West centers as Chi- 
‘cago, Cleveland and Indianapolis. Now he has 
had his long hoped for meeting with Senator 
Taft in New York. | 

It is a distressing thing to say, but beginning 
Sept. 4, with each move in his strategy to win 
the White Hause, Gen. Eisenhower has lowered 
himself and hurt his own good namie. Today he 
stands down on a level to which no one would 
have expected him to descend. 

. . - 


G.O.P. partisans of course will not agree, but 
what counts is not their agreement or ‘disagree- 
ment. What counts is the judgment of the great 
rank and file of independent voters of the 
United States. For it is these independent voters 
who elect Presidents. They will decide just seven 
weeks hence whether our next Chief Executive 
is to be the General—or Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson 
of Illinois. 

Let us take up these major events in order. 
First the Philadelphia speech. In it Gen. Eisen- 
hower adopted so much of the demagogic thesis 
of Gen. MaeArthur that much of what he said 
sounded like the MacArthur keynote address at 
Chicaga. 

He denounced the foreign policy of the Tru- 
man Administration. Yet he did not say that 
he had been busy implementing much of that 
foreign policy himself. He did not say that 
Gen. Marshall, his great benefactor in World 
War II whom he deeply admires, has been both 
‘Secretary of State and Secretary of Defense in 
the Truman Cabinet. 

He said that one of the causes of the Korean 
war was the “blunder” of withdrawing American 
troops from Korea in 1947. Yet he did not say 
that he was Army Chief of Staff, 1946-48. He 
did not say either that he approved the “blun- 
der” or that he disapproved it and was over- 
ruled. , 

cal * * 

He said that when the Communists crossed 
the thirty-eighth parallel in June 1950 the 
United States was “unprepared.” Yet he did not 
say that he himself returned to active duty in 
December 1948 for the express purpose of 
helping frame the military budget for the fiscal 
year July 1949-June 1950 so that this country 
would be adequately prepared. 

He said that “freedom falters” in Europe and 
the United States. Yet he did not say that he 
was the military commander for NATO. He did 
not say that until he came home to run for the 
presidency last spring his important work for 
more than a vear was to build up the very de- 
fense force which he now belittles. 

How Gen. Eisenhower could have brought him- 
self to deliver such an address is hard to see. 
The most charitable view possible is that not 
only was it written for him, but that he did not 
read it to himself before he read it to his audi- 
ence. A less generous interpretation would in- 


- volve the question of character.

More than that he applauded a re- 
volting tirade by Jenner, commended him on 
his oratory and, singling him out by name, 
called for his re-election as “part of the Republi- 
can team.” 

Now comes the humble-pie breakfast with Taft. 


The Ohio Senator says he has no intention “to _ 


abandon in any way the principles I have fought 
for, for the past 14 years.” Taft makes it 
clear that he does not intend to change his 
views. in the least for campaign purposes. 

* * * 

Where does that leave Gen. Eisenhower? Did 
he and. his many followers win their fight at 
Chicago only to have him surrender to Taft in 
order to have Taft’s nominal support in the 
campaign? 

If that should be so, then was the fight over 


“the rustlers” who “stole'the Texas birthright” 


just so much make-believe? 

At Dallas, last June 21, in the thick of the 
delegate fight, Gen. Eisenhower rolled up his 
sleeves and said: 

Honesty and fair play cannot be compro- 
mised. They will be respected at the Re- 
publican convention. Then—but only then— 
will our nominee for President, whatever his 
name, be in a position to fight effectively 
against corruption in our national govern- 
ment. 

Was that, to use a phrase of the late Wendell

‘do, it knocks into a cocked hat the naive notion 


that all the Republicans, including the “Class of 

46,” will pledge themselves to support Gen. 

Eisenhower’s program notwithstanding their 

violent differences in the past.

lican says that he takes back nothing whatever.

A consequence of all this is that the Washing- 
ton correspondents who are covering the Eisen- 
hower campaign are, with few exceptions, dis- 
mayed by what they have witnessed. After see- 
ing Gen. Eisenhower campaign and observing 
the surrender to Jenner and McCarthy, these 
correspondents took a poll among themselves. 
Twenty-four. said they would vote for Gov. 
Stevenson, seven said they were for Eisenhower 
and six said they were undecided. This is not- 
withstanding the fact that virtually all their 
newspapers have announced for Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 

This was a poll that was at least equally in- 
teresting with those which are being released 
to show how many newspapers support Gen. 
Eisenhower. Yet this poll of the men who are 
reporting Gen. Eisenhower’s campaign was not 


‘circulated, to the best of our knowledge, by 


the Associated Press, United Press or Inter- 
national News Service. 
Was it a considered judgment of all three news 


services that their readers would not be inter- | 


ested in knowing how Gen. Eisenhower’s cam-

Something serious has happened to the “cru- 
sade.” For notwithstanding aH the. effort only a 
surface appearance of unity has been achieved.

Carl Schurz—100 Years 


In the midst of a political campaign there is 
always the danger that the intensity of present 
feelings may distort the continuing ideals of 
the nation. One can lose sight of the past. and 
come to believe for the time being that the 
present crisis is the only crisis and that the cur- 
rently offered solutions are the only solutions. 


So it is not just an essay in nostalgia to recall 
that this week—-Wednesday, Sept. 17, to be exact 
—marks the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
arrival of Carl Schurz in the United States. 
Missouri has a special obligation to the memory 
of this refugee of the German democratic revo- 
lution of 1848 for while he was active in several 
sections of the country, it was Missouri that he 


represented in the Senate of the United States, 


beginning in 1868. Schurz was an able states- 
man, soldier and editor, being associated, among 
other papers, for’a brief span with the old 
Westliche Post of, St. Louis. He was an early 
and ardent supporter of Abraham Lincoln, and 


he served as Secretary of Interior under Presi-' 


dent Hayes. Never a narrow partisan, he threw 


- his support to Cleveland and to Bryan when in 


later life he found it no longer possible to agree 
with Republican policies. 

But the two factors in the carecr of Carl 
Schurz which have the greatest importance for 
the present moment undoubtedly were his 
strong, fighting opposition to the Know-Nothing 
movement and to corruption in high places. The 
first he opposed because it was bred in bigotry 
and prejudice and because it attempted to put 
passions above intelligence in public life. So it 
is easy to imagine Car] Schurz using all his won- 
derful powers of oratory against McCarthyism. 

As to the corruption of the Grant administra- 
tion, he was not satisfied merely to give vent to 


his outraged feelings. He betame, among other 


things, the outstanding champion of civil service. 

The details of the Schurz career are available 
on the library shelves. We commend them as 
excellent campaign reading. They demonstrate 
that there is a genuine continuity of idealism on 
the highest plane of American political life. 
They show that while there have been all too 
frequent departures from high standards, one of 
the nation’s chief glories has been the public 
men who were always ready to hold high the 
banner of progress and reform. 


= = * 
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The Visible Spread in Paris 


Stepping up its fight against inflation, the 
French Government has resorted to a desperate 
expedient. It has ordered Paris food shops to 
display double price signs on fruit, vegetables 
and poultry—one price being what the merchant 
paid for the produce, the other being what he 
asks the customer to pay. The French, in other 
words, want the spread between wholesale and 
retail price to be visible for all to see. 

We do not know how effective this scheme will 
be in restraining price increases, but we imagine 
that it will contribute immeasurably to the live- 
liness of debate in the Paris food shops. Parisians 
have long been accustomed to the two-price sys- 


* 


tem, under which one price is asked and another, 
after appr@priate haggling, accepted. If now the 
vast and intricate subject of retailers’ margins is 
to be introduced into the controversy, it will be 
a wonder if transactions ever come to a con- 
clusion in Paris. 


Pause for Politics 
‘When European domestic politics have occa- 
sionally interfered with the Atlantic defense pro- 
gram, Americans have often shown their irrita- 
tion. But now the shoe is on the other ‘aod 


Members of NATO have agreed not to hold the 
next regular meeting of the North Atlantic 
Council until Dec, 15. Some European govern- 
ments had hoped for an October meeting, They 
settled for the later date because the American 
presidential election got in the way. 

These nations face urgent economic questions, 
which cannot be answered without reference to 
American policy and armament goals. The 
French Assembly, for example, plans to go over 
French finances next month, but its budget must 
be drawn with an eye to American trade orders 
and assistance. 

Paris commentators now contend that Ameri- 
can leadership is lacking, because of the concen- 
tration on the presidential race*and the possi- 
bility of a change in policy along with a change 
in Presidents. If the Europeans are somewhat 
more,patient with us than we are with them, it 
may be because they have less choice in the 
matter. 

In any case, Americans ought to understand 
that their politics can be as much of a nuisance 


abroad as anybody’s—and have even more seri- - 


ous consequences. ey 


, 
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New Red Tape for Passports 
A Board of Passport Appeals is to be ap- 
pointed by the State Department. If this means 
that the citizen’s right to travel abroad may be 


‘treated somewhat less arbitrarily than it has 


been on sOme occasions in the past, it is wel- 
come news. What it may turn out to be, how- 
ever, is just another coil or two of red tape. 

The State Department was compelled to act 
not by any sense of remorse over its passport 
policy in the past, but by a federal court deci- 
sion holding that simple denial of a passport 
does not conform with due process of law. 

So the State Department is going to provide 
due process—and plenty o*% it. A person whe 
wants to travel but who is not officially consid- 
ered fit to travel will have two chances to state 
his case, with counsel if desired. He can appear 
before an official of the Passport Division, and 
if he fails there he can go to the néw Board of 
Passport Appeals. 

The new procedure will no doubt require the 
employment of additional personnel, and it is 
sure to build up an enormous file of correspond- 
ence and other official papers for the archives. 
But would it not be simpler all around just to 


have a more sensible passport policy in the first 


place?

HE strongest single impression gained in driving across East 

Germany and returning to Leipzig for the first time in 18 
™ months is one of really remarkable economic recovery in what 
is called the “German Democratic Republic.” 

4 The change is about as startling as the uphill trend the West 
German economy suddenly took after the currency reform in June, 
1948. This change was probably the reason East German and Soviet 
authorities admitted western correspondents to the Leipzig fair 
- this week for the first time since March, 1951. 


Whatever the motives which 
gained us our passes to the fair 
and our Soviet travel visas, the 
fact remains that the recovery is 

ve and it is clearly as 
important politically as it is eco- 

mi 


nomically. 

The political importance lies in 
the fact that no longer is there 
that overwhelming economic su- 
periority of the American-backed 
West Germany against the So- 
viet-backed East Germany. This 
is not to say that East Germans 
are living as well as West Ger- 
mans, or that they are happy, 
well-fed and contented, but it 
does mean that no longer can the 
West rely simply on its compara- 
tive opulence as a counter-attrac- 
tion against the East. To put it 
another way, there is no longer 
any particular physical reason 
why East Germans should flee 
to West Germany. 

Changes in Leipzig. 

The Leipzig of 18 months ago 
was a drab, harsh, suffering, si- 
lent city marked by piles of rub- 
ble and lines of decaying build- 
ings. It is no less depressing to- 
day, but at least there is a super- 
ficial normality that has relieved 
the atmosphere. 

The shops are full of all the lit- 
tle things that fill out an economy 
and were missing 18 months ago 
—radios, lamps, buttons, nails, 
wire, locks and door hinges, pots 
and pans, china and glassware, 
paint and rayon stockings. There 
are plenty of neon signs at night 
and lighted store windows. 

A great deal: of building is go- 
ing on where 18 months ago there 
was only one building scaffolded 
in all of downtown Leipzig. Rubble 
clearance has been pushed. 

Smali shops—private inter- 
prises—seemed dying on the vine 
18 months ago and while the 
octopus spread of the state-owned 
“Handels Organization” chain 0 
food markets and hotels and 
shops and department stores and 
restaurants has continued, the 
little shops too have filled out 
their windows and stocks, 

Prices Are Dear. 

Superficially, there is far more 
to look at and to buy than before, 
but in terms of the number of 
hours a man must work to pur- 
chase a pair of shoes or a pound 
of butter the story is pretty much 
the same as it was. 

Here are a few prices from 
store windows: A woman’s dress, 
85 marks; a woman’s coat, 137 
marks; shoes, 18 marks on ration, 
one pair every 18 months, but off 
the ration at the H. O. stores, 101 
marks; coffee available only at 
the H.O. stores and only unra- 
tioned, 56 marks per.pound; un- 
rationed butter, five marks a 
pound; eggs, 7 marks for 10. 

The average East German wage 
is about 250 marks a month so it 
- fs clear that nobody is doing well 
despite the fact that there is more 
to buy. 

Middle-class professionals in 
East Germany—lawyers, doctors 
and plant managers—average 
about 800 marks a month. 

These impressions were not 
gained in Leipzig alone. On our 
drive down from Berlin we passed 
through many East German towns 
and cities and stopped to look 
and to talk. The comparative im- 
provements were much the same 


everywhere. 
of the Fair. 


Purpose 

The Leipzig fair, Europe’s old- 
est trading exhibition now in its 
seventh century of existence, this 
year shows impressive improve- 
ment over the exhibition of 
March, 1951. It also shows a defi- 
nite change in character—away 
from a propaganda show and 
toward a sort of Communist mar- 
ket place. 

In other years, the fair has 
stressed German unity and East- 
West trade; this year the empha- 
sis is almost entirely on business 
among the Russian satellites. 

It is impossible to tell how 
much business the Leipzig fair 
really does, for all orders are 
placed through state trading of- 
fices for each of the satellite 
countries, and are subject ulti- 
mately to export and exchange 
and raw materials controls, but 
one observer remarked: 

“My impression is that the 
Communists have found out that 
they simply can’t- bring buyers 
and sellers together effectively all 
the time under their bureaucratic 
trading system, and I think this 
fair has a definite place in their 
economic scheme of things now. 
It gives the plant manager in Hun- 
gary a chance to find out where 
he can get a certain machine tool 
from East Germany that he needs 
and that the state trade people 
can’t find for him.” 

The Soviet Union continues to 
dominate the fair so far as archi- 
tecture and propagando go though 
certainly not from any stakdpoint 
of originality of production or ex- 
hibitions. The satellite exhibits, on 
the other hand, now take up 
three full buildings where they 
used to be crowded into one. 

Bombed Buildings Repaired. 

All the buildings have been 
completely renovated from their 
bomb-damaged condition of 18 
months ago, and the Soviet Union 
pavilion has been given a real 
face-lifting. The Russians have put 
a Kremlin-style facade af imi- 
tation marble up the front of their 
old pavilion, Kremlin-style turrets 
along the roof line and a Kremlin 
tower in mosaic stone topped by 
a@ great Red Star. 

The same 15-foot statue of 
Stalin, this time in bronze instead 
of red plaster, now stands in a 

domed entry hall—‘“The Hall of 


the Great Stalin.” 

The Chinese People’s Republic, 
as in 1951, gets top satellite bill- 
ing, occupying an entire hall, but 
Red China apparently has less to 
sell than any of the satellites. 
The Chinese exhibit is a vast ex- 
panse of the most primitive and 
outmoded offerings such as 1922 
model telephone switchboards and 
great chunks of asphalt or samples 
of raw tungsten. China certainly 
has not yet arrived as an exporter 
of industrial products, though it 
seems to have foodstuffs to sell. 

The Bast Germans are showing 
a whole yard of farm machinery, 
and another yard of all kinds of 
railroad equipment. Construction 
equipment is also on display in 
great variety, and one hall is de- 
voted to electronics and radios. 
Another is given over to water 
pumps, hydraulic presses, ma- 
chine tools, valves and switches. 

Attitude of East Germans. 

Next to the physical improve- 
ment, the most striking change 
in eighteen months is in the 
mood and attitude of the people. 

At the fairs of 1950 and 1951, 
the most stimulating aspect of the 
visit was the warmth and cama- 
raderie which every American 
quickly felt from the East Ger- 
mans, who would seize every op- 
portunity to pour out their stor- 
ies and say how glad they were 
to see us. The sound of English 
spoken was in the past a certain 
way to encourage a conyersation 
with a German, 

All this is gone, or at least 
it is under tight and terroristic 
control. One personal experience 
which this reporter and two other 
American correspondents went 
through at lunch was enough to 


fwarn against even trying to pick 


up a casual conversation. 

We had gone to the Auerbach’s 
Keller restaurant—an ancient 
hostelry where one of the scenes 
of Goethe’s “Faust” is laid—and 
found a table in a corner with 
a lone man sitting there. We 
asked him if the other three 
seats were free—the keller is 
always jammed to the doors by 
12:15—and he somewhat coldly 
beckoned us to sit down. 

We offered him a cigaret which 
he took after a moment’s hesita- 
tion, chatted among ourselves in 
English and then tried a few con- 
versational gambits with our table 
companion such as “Are you a 
Leipziger?” He responded short- 
ly that he was not. A few mo- 
ments later he excused himself 
and left. 

Then a seedy young man in a 
belted tweed sports coat arrived 
at our table and his first words, 
in German, were, “Does anyone 
here speak German?” 

We.-answered yes and from his 
watch pocket he pulled a small 
brass disc on a chain with the 
words “Kriminalpolizei” (criminal 
police). He asked if we had fair 
passes, which we produced, and 
then he went away. 

Almost immediately our table 
companion returned, nervously 
took his seat, bolted a lunch 
which was quickly served to him 
as we were kept waiting, and 
got up and left. 

Not Used to Informers. 

It was clear from that moment 
that we were running the risk of 
being watthed and followed. It 
had a subduing effect on our ef- 
forts to talk to anyone. 

Each of the past visits to Leip- 
zig has also produced for this re- 
porter its brushes with the Volks- 
polizei but the risk of East Ger- 
man informers “defending the 
German democratic republic 
against Anglo-American imperial- 
ist spies and saboteurs,” as they 
are constantly urged in propa- 
ganda, simply did not occur to us. 

Our landlady was pleasant and 
correct, but she kept her living 
room door shut. Shop attendants 
listened and answered, but of- 
fered no responses beyond telling 
us the prices of articles we asked 
about. Little boys and grownups 
who crowded around our parked 
automobile quickly backed away 
and watched silently when we ar- 
rived to drive off. Walters served 
us without comment. 

After only twenty-four hours 
this becomes a depressing experi- 
ence. 

But as the physical welfare has 
improved in Leipzig, the grip of 
the Communist system also has 
improved. People are more and 
more throwing in the towel and 
going to work for the Red regime, 
and accepting what can now be 
a bearable life.

Haan’s report came through the 
same organization of Korean un- 
derground workers who, he says, 
fed the Allies anti-Japanese in- 
formation before and during the 
Pacific war.

His 1946 report concerned a 
meeting in October of that year, 
a Young Communist League con- 
vention at the new industrial city 
of Komsomolsk on the Amur 
river in eastern Siberia. 

Its main feature was a briefing

Swedes Shed Passive Neutrality, 
Eye NATO With Favor After 
Russian Attack on Two Planes 


All Non-Communist Parties Have People’s 


Support for Strong Stand Against. Soviets 


—Country Is Mightiest of the Northern 


Nations.

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 13. 


HEN the Russians downed two Swedish air force planes over 
the Baltic Sea in June at almost the same time top Swedish 
Communists were going to trial on espionage charges, the 


tradional Swedish belief in neutrality was badly shaken. 


Tomorrow, when Sweden’s vot- 


ers go to the polls in their gen- 
eral elections, they will express by 
ballot what they tried to show by 
their near-assault on the Soviet 
embassy here in June. In all 
likelihood, the Communists will 
all but vanish from the picture. 

The trend is already clear. In 
recent trade union elections, 
Communists retained control in 
fewer than 100 of 8892 unions. 
Seven years ago, they dominated 
more than 500. The total of Com- 
munist votes on Sunday is ex- 
pected to shrink proportionately, 


Strong Stand Against Russia. 


More important, whether the 
government remains in the hands 
of the present Socialist-Agrarian 
coalition or not, all non-Commu- 
nist parties have the people‘s 
backing for a strong stand against 
Russia. 

Overwhelming popular approv- 
al stands behind the emergency 
measures instituted in June. alert- 
ing of army and navy units and 
air force orders to fire on any 

tacking plane. Sweden is de- 
termined to stand firm. 


For future Swedish policy, and 
therefore for the long-range West- 
ern defense plan, all this has sig- 
nificance. 


A Danish official said, “I sup- 
pose there was no other way for 
the Swedes to learn their lesson.” 


He referred to Sweden’s re- 
fusal to join the Atlantic pact, 
and thus touched on the trouble- 
some question of NATO’S north- 
ern defenses. 


Have Russia’s aggressive ac- 
tions changed Sweden’s public 
and oficial opposition to alli- 
ances? 


Vital to Free Nations. 


To the free nations the answer 
is vital, for Sweden is militarily 
the strongest northern country. 
Her air arm, with more than 1060 
fighter planes, will be a Swedish- 
built all-jet force by next year. 

The Swedish army, though un- 
tried in war, could mobilize 600.,- 
000 equipped men in a few days. 


The navy includes 27 submarines, 
two new cruisers and 20 de- 
stroyers. 

Last year it seemed unlikely 
that this considerable force would 
ever actively join Western de- 
fense. Neutrality was still the 
line for Swedes. Many felt that 
the United States was exagger- 
ating the Soviet threat. Now that 
they have been the target of So- 
viet aggression, they have started 
to think again. 

While there is not yet any or- 
ganized drive toward NATO mem- 
bership, passive neutrality is 
gone. More and more Swedes 
realize that Russia has forced 
them to choose sides and the 
choice was never open to doubt. 

The espionage trials here, which 
resulted in life sentences for two 
Red conspirators, involved Swedish 
Communists and Russian diplo- 
mats, 

Organized Spy Ring. 

Fritiof Enbom, a Swedish Com- 
munist, had organized a spy ring 
and sold vital defense secrets to 
Russia for 11 years. Among these 
was information on such lifelines 
as the iron ore railroad at Narvik, 
in Norway. 

As if to provide final proof, 
Enbom admitted training 200 
saboteurs to blow up a vital arms 
depot when Soviet troops should 
invade Sweden, He expected in- 
vasion. in 1949, 

That Sweden has lost her old 
caution became clear when King 
Gustav Adolf said: 

“We are vigorously determined 
to defend ourselves with arms in 
hand if warfare should come to 
our country.” 

More quietly, the ministry of 
interior asked for $1,000,000 “to 
prevent and discover espionage.” 

Cautious Swedish politicians 
still try to avoid such complete 
realism as Gustav’s, at least in 
public. The Socialists, the gov- 
erning party, continue to be com- 
mitted to “nonalliance,” but even 
their theme now is armed autono- 
my, friendly to the West, instead 
of pacifist neutrality. 

Conservative and liberal poli- 


ticians, too, still stick to the none 
alliance line in public statements, 
but they admit privately that they 
would not be unhappy to see 
Sweden move closer td NATO. 


There are indications that the 
politicians are limping behind 
public opinion. 


“Right after the incidents,” said 
a veteran observer, “it would 
have taken little effort to per- 
suade the people to accept mem- 
bership in the Atlantic communi- 
sa 


Two years ago a public opinion 
poll showed 30 per cent of the 
Ppeople at least sympathetic to 
the Atlantic pact. Informed 
guesses put today’s figure at 
about 50 per cent. 


There are even more signifi- 
cant signs of a change. Last year 
Sweden’s great intellectual fad 
was the “third point of view.” It 
put both Russia and the United 
States in the wrong, and called 
for a third, Swedish-neutralist, 
ideology. Although few of its 
followers knew it, Communist 
agents gleefully peddled that 
paralyzing theory. Today the 
“third point of view” is dead. 
Within a year Swedes have come 
to feel that, while. the United 
States has no hostile designs, 
Russia has actively undermined 
Swedish security. 


Summary of Views. 

Informed Swedish military 
leaders privately admit that only 
closest co-operation with NATO 
forces could assure the effective- 
ness of Sweden’s defense in the 
event of a Soviet move. 

After detailed discussions with 
these leaders, I can summarize 
their views: 

Swedish defenses—coastal artil- 
lery, radar screen, underground 
atom-proof installations, a mobile 
army—coulc hold the northern 
flank for a considerable period, 
but they could not hold indefi- 
nitely alone, with either Den- 
mark or Norway occupied. 

Sweden’s jet fighters, especial- 
ly when reinforced with Ameri- 
can-built Danish and Norwegian 
squadrons, could control and keep 
control of the air if long-range 
bombefs were supporting them. 

This strategic force, Swedish 
experts know, can be furnished 
only by the United States and 
Britain, through NATO. The air 
defense of the northern flank, 
they add, therefore extends from 
Britain across Northern Germany 
to Norway and Sweden. “Piece- 
meal defense,” I was told, “is 
no longer possible.” 

There remains, however, one 
strong argument against Sweden’s 
immediate entry into NATO. Nore 
way and Denmark, so runs this 
line of thought, are still weak and 
at least a year away from NATO’s 
minimum defense trrget. Current 
faltering’ of some of the key 
NATO members, especially 
France and Britain, in their de- 
fense buildup makes cautious 
Swedes even more cautious. If 
the Swedes ever join an alliance, 
they want it to be a strong and 


safe one.

Hemingway 


To the Book Editor: 


RDINARILY the reviews 
0 in your section are satisfy- 
ingly competent. But Mr. 
Kirschten’s review (Sept. 7, 
1952) of Hemingway’s “The Old 
Man and the Sea” cries out for 
rebuttal. To see one of the few 
truly moving and significant 
literary productions of recent 
times publicly traduced in such 
a manner is disheartening in- 
deed. . 
“Sermon” is about as inept 
a term as the reviewer could 
have chosen in comparing or 
describing the work. The story 
has much of the diamond-hard 
integrity of Greek tragedy, a 
self-contained excellence which, 
in fact, resists attempts at ver- 


~ bal paraphrase or formulation 


of ‘‘messages.” 

It is.a well-wrought story 
which involves the reader inti- 
mately in the tragedy of a cer- 
tain old man and a certain fish. 
The thing is surely not put to- 
gether so as to implement a 
sermon on a cosmic “pseudo- 
fatalism.” It is rather a moving 
spectacle of masculine heroism, 
an instance of human (and ani- 
mal) magnitude in the face of 
great hostility. 

It is-a highly evocative story. 
The increment of poetic feeling 
which it generates is richly sug- 
gestive, but it cannot be set 
down in terms of a cut and. 
dried theme. The best one can 
do is to bring to bear such in- 
adequate descriptive phrases as 
. » . the way in which things 
of strength, beauty and gran- 
deur are destroyed by that 
which is malignant and ugly. 
The overtones are not philo- 
sophical but essentially poetic, 
and as such they ring true, The 
notion that this story is a philo- 
sophical comment on the uni- 
versal futility of life is simply 
xmpertinent. 

To can this story a “junior 
Mcby Dick” because it bears a 
superficial resemblance to and 


is smaller in scope than “Moby 
Dick” is hardly just, and but 
feebly witty. Hemingway packs 
a great deal of power in a 
small space here, and in terms 
of what he is attempting to do, 
the thing “works” admirably. 
True, it is,not fashionable any 
more to praise Hemingway; but 
what has fashion to do with ex- 
cellence?

HAVE just finished reading 
Etnes Kirschten’s review of 

Hemingway’s “The Old Man 
and the Sea.” With all respect 
to the reviewer, I think he has 
considered only one aspect of 
the book. 

One may perhaps indulge Mr. 
Kirschten his establishing the 
tone of the review by dragging 
in John O’Hara’s unfortunate 
remark that Hemingway is 
greater than Shakespeare. But 
one hesitates to dwell too long 
on the book as a philosophic 

. imponderable: “That is the sub- 
stance of it. And what can you 
make of it?” 

And one admires the reverse 
spin on the ball when the re- 
viewer says, “The story ,does 
not drag quite as much as one 
might expect in view of its es- 
sentially uneventful length.”

Concerning themselves only 
with philosophical implications, 
some readers may agree with 
the reviewer's reference to the 
book as a “junior Moby Dick.” 

But even “Moby Dick” senior 
can be a lively and absorbing 
fish-story.

For his taste they are 
puny, childish and vulgar. 

As of now, “Report From 
Paradise” is a topical satire 
misplaced in time. The mild 
amusement it affords scarcely 
justifies its inclusion in the 
major works of a _ venerated 
author.

N reviewing the second vol- 
ume of ex-President Hoover's 
memoirs, this reader noted 
that the stock market crash of 
1929 and the ensuing economic 
depression got ‘“‘little space.” 
That seemed to be a fair ob- 
servation in view of the fact 
that the volume was subtitled, 


“The Cabinet and the Presi- 
dency,” and expressly covered 
the years “1920-1933.” 


It develops that it was Mr. 
Hoover’s intention to devote 
an entire volume ,to the de- 
pression and here it is. He re- 
gards the depression as con- 
tinuing throughout the first 
eight years of the Roosevelt 
Administrations. Indeed it is 
the view of our only living for- 
mer President that the activi- 
ties of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and those around him made 
matters worse and kept them 
that way until the coming of 
World War II. 


There is no doubt whatever 
in Mr. Hoover’s mind as to 
what caused “the unnecessary 
panic of bank depositors” in 
early 1933. It was, in his view, 
President-elect Roosevelt’s fail- 
ure to co-operate with the de- 
feated President between the 
election of 1932 and ‘he inaugu- 
ration the next March.

HY did F.D.R. refuse to 
W co-verate Mr. Hoover 

is certain about that, too. 
“Every collectivist revolution 
rides in on a Trojan horse of 
‘emergency, ” he writes. Point- 
ing to Lenin, Hitler and Musso- 
lini as forerunners, he says that 
“the New Deal Collectivism” 
was introduced the very same 
way. 

Describing himself as the vic- 
tim of a smear campaign, he 
says that probably the greatest 
coup of all was the distortion: 
of the “Bonus Army” march 
on Washington in July 1932. 
He points out that Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, then a colonel, was 
second in command to Gen, 
MacArthur, who “cleaned up- 
the situation.” He says that 
the military went somewhat 
beyond White House orders 
when it “pushed” the demon- 
strators “outside the District 
of Columbia.” 


And he quotes Gen. MacAr- 
thur as stating formally: 


‘That mob was a bad-looking 
mob. It was animated by the 
essence of revolution. It is my 
opinion that had the President 
not acted today, had he per- 
mitted this thing to go for 24 
more hours, he would have 
been faced with a grave situa- 
tion which would have caused a 
real battle. Had he let it go 
on another week I believe that 
the institutions of our Govern- 
ment would have been very 
severely threatened.” 


The text contains many ex- 
tracts from speeches, particu- 
larly from those in the 1932 
presidential campaign, designed 
to show how right time has 
proved Mr. Hoover to be. 


Among the interesting let- 
ters is one to Charles Evans 
Hughes in-«which he denounces 
the Pearson and Allen book, 
“The Nine Old Men,” for say- 
ing that Mr. Hoover had by 
telephone offered Mr. Hughes 
the chief justiceship in the 
presence of Under Secretary 
Cotton, saying then to Cotton 
that he hoped Hughes would 


' decline.

SSERTING to Hughes that 
A ‘sou own recollections will 

confirm mine that no such 
conversation ever took place,” 
Mr. Hoover concluded, “I am 
not capable of expressing my 
indignation at that book and 
its authors.” 


As for the. Supreme Court 
after appointments by Roose- 
velt, Mr. Hoover says that “for 
the first time in history it was 
now dominated by one political 
and social philosophy, with a 
majority of a collectivist atti- 
tude of mind.”

The Authentic. Irish Scene 


THE STORIES OF FRANK O'CON- 
NOR, by Frank O'Connor, (Alfred 
A. Knopf, 367 pgs., $4.}

UITE correctly, the editor 
of this page recently de- 
plored the contemporary 
decline of the short story. To 
this observation, however, there 
must be a notable exception: 
the short stories of Frank 

O’Connor, 27 of which have 
now been broug't together by 
Alfred Knopf, a literary serv- 
ice which will be appreciated 
by those who already know Mr. 
O’Connor’s work, notably 
through its appearance in The 
New Yorker, as well as by 
those who now make their first 
acquaintance with a literary 
craftsman of extraordinary skill 
and a deep and sympathetic 
understanding of his Irish com- 
patriots. 

About this business of sticking 
to the short story when most 
writers are devoting them- 
selves to the novel, it is worth 
quoting a letter from Mr. 
O’Connor to Harvey Breit: 

“About story v, novel. With 
me it’s a difficulty of tempera- 
ment, Mine is lyrical, explo- 
sive. I write a story with a 
feeling of slight regret for 
poor Shakespeare's lack of tal- 
ent and wake up with a hang- 
over that makes poteen look 
like cold water. Then, having 
cursed life and forsworn litera- 
ture, I start rewriting. If I can 
work up the Shakespeare mood 
often enough I may get it right 
in six revisions. If I don’t, I 
may have to rewrite it 50 times. 
This isn’t exaggeration, and it’s 
not a question of polishing. By 
the time the story is finished 
I've usually forgotten the num- 
ber I started with. In ‘Trav- 
eler's Samples’ there's a story 
which I published twice, once 
in Ireland, once in America, 
and neither version bears much 
resemblance to the other or to 
the version in the book. As I 
have now seen it for six 
months, I have a wild hope that 
I really may have got it out of 
my system. Now, I ask you, 
how could I write a novel?”

[ve if somewhat less modest, 

had Mr. O’Connor simply said 
that he saw no point in elabo- 
rating novels so long as the 
story afforded him a medium 
to convey more in a few pages 
than some writers manage to 
get into a novel. The man is, 
quite frankly, an artist of ma- 
jor stature. William Butler 

Yeats was fully justified in 
saying that “O’Connor is doing 
for Ireland what Chekov did 
for Russia.” He might have 
added that there is a sugges- 
tion of Turgenev in him, too.

ish, devoted to a common, 
dominating church, politi- 
cally polarized by centuries of 
resented subjection, and de- 
pendent on a largely rural 
economy, the Irish long ago as- 
sumed a very marked character 
which is all their own. 

Anglo-Irish writers such as 
Elizabeth Bowen do not seem 
quite able to convey it. After 
all, they really represent an 
alien society within the Irish 
society. They have their points 
of contact and understanding; 
they want to be Irish, but they 
are a good deal of the time 
English, too. Sean O’Casey is 
a little too far on the other 
side, a little too  poljtical. 
James Joyce, for all his genius, 
is far too self-centered to speak 
for any people.

faults and foibles, he is 
nevertheless always sympathet- 
ic at heart. The result is, I be- 
lieve, some of the most ade- 
quate, the most satisfying writ- 
ing about Ireland and the Irish.

ICKEY is a 13-year-old boy 
R who, when the story opens, 
“#% is running away. He does 
not know why he’s running nor 
does he know why it is the po- 
lice who come for him and not 
his parents. From the very 
first, he is a real person and 
Charles Calitri never fails to 
make the story of Rickey plaus- 
ible, readable and human. 

The boy is a normal teen-ager 
in a very usual situation. What 
happens to Rickey could hap- 
pen,to any child—could happen 
in any of thousands of homes. 
And yet what happens is shock- 
ing, so much so that it shocks 
Rickey into complete loss of 
memory in relation to the 
event. 

Here is a teen-age baby sit- 
ter who apparentl; murders 
the 3-year-old girl who is left 
in his charge. The boy is un- 
able to remember what hap- 
pened; newspapers call him a 
sex murderer; the state tries 
him for murder; and a psychia- 
trist starts out helping Rickey 
to remember. The story, for 
the most part, is the unfolding 
of Rickey as seen through the

Calitri is a careful craftsman 
and a skillful writer. In this

NESS IN HER COMPLEX ROLE, 
by Sidenie M. Gruenberg and 
Hilde $.

HE overambitious title and 

T subtitle of this volume are 

unfair to its authors. Mrs. 

Gruenberg and Mrs. Krech, 

who are mother and daughter, 

have written neither a social 
encyclopedia nor a philosophi- 
cal treatise. Rather, they have 
produced a sensible book about 
women of the relatively well- 
educated middle class who are 
conspicuously unhappy and 
confused. 


The authors suggest that a 
major source of maladjust- 
ments among the women they 
write about is the illusion of 
freedom with which these wom- 
en grow up. Theoretically, the 
horizons open before girls to- 
day are enormously broad. The 
freedom of early upbringing, 
the variety of education and 
training for young women, so- 
ciety’s relative tolerance of ac- 
tivities women never before at- 


tempted—all these encourage 


the illusion that the shackles 
of domesticity have finally been 
broken, The realities of mar- 
riage and motherhood are 
veiled with sentiment; giris 
learn to think of them as a ro- 
mantic destiny rather than as a 
demanding way of life. They 
are led to believe that they can 
be wives and mothers and doc- 
tors, artists, executives, or 
whatever, happily and with 
ease. 
* * * 


HIS mirage is not dissipated 
Tena after marriage and the 

actual arrival of real chil- 
dren, Then the young wife dis- 
covers that she is expected to con- 
centrate absolutely on children, 
home and husband (in that or- 
der). She must do so without 
regret for lost opportunities 
or wasted training and without 
a murmur against her own sub- 
mergence. For some women, 
a completely domestic life is 
ideal. But for others—in spite 
of the fact that most women 
really do want to be good wives 
and good mothers—it is: any- 
thing from mildly unsatisfac- 
tory to outright intolerable, 


In their explanation of why 
women chafe under the demand 
for this sacrifice of their per- 
sonal selves, Mrs. Gruenberg 
and Mrs. Krech do an excellent 
job. They are fully aware that 
many people are bored, out- 
raged or amused by problems 
vital to women, but' they make 
these problems plausible even 
to a hostile audience, 


They speak, for instance, of 
what has come to be called 
“homemaking,” and of the cam- 
Paign to convince women that 
the “homemaker” practices the 
finest profession of all. House- 
work by any other name is 
still a man-killing job ndt even 
remotely “professional” in char- 
acter. It is repétitious, unpro- 
ductive, dull, sometimes humfli- 


have learned that life is really 
more interesting when not seen 
from the south end of a mop. 
“What bothers the housewife 
today,” Mrs. Gruenberg and 
Mrs. Krech remark, “is that she 
feels that her harassment is 
eut ef all proportion to what 
she has te show for all her time 
and her exertions.” (Their 
bold-face.) 

The isolation in which dai 
tasks are carried out, althoug 
inevitable in a civilization of 
cities and small families, is it- 
self a burden many women find 
intolerable. Many women find 
it literally stupefying, say Mrs. 
Gruenberg and Mfs. Krech; 
labor-saving devices do not talk 
in a human voice, and there is 
no substitute for human com- 
panionship. Other women, cut 
off from the stimulation of 
other people and new ideas, 
say they grow stupid. Frustrat- 
ed in the pursuit of their own 
interests, they do not develop 
with their husbands; they can- 
not be the good companion a 
good wife is supposed to be. 

* * * 

HE effect on marriage is 
T sometimes drastic. More 

commonly, hustands and 
wives simply drift into separate 
spheres. Evidence of this, the 
authors point out, can be seen 
at almost any party where 
groups of husbands and groups 
of wives sit out the evening at 
opposite ends of a room. 

A good part of the book is 
given over to what the authors 
see as an overwhelming prob- 
lem for the women they write 
about, which they phrase as a 
question: “Can you be more 
than a mother?” They take 
note of the brutality of the 
treatment accorded women who 
have attempted to do so. These. 
women who work outside the 
home are told—in public and 
by responsible people—that 
they are selfish, neglectful 
mothers. But Mrs. Gruenberg 
and Mrs. Krech point out, 
sensibly, that a “good mother” 
who is also an unhappy mother 
or a seriously frustrated mother 
cannot do justice to her mother- 
hood.

HE authors’ suggestions as 
Te what to do are, unfortu- 

nately, apologetic and 
tinged with a grim sort of 
pollyannaism. In essence, they 
ask that each family be allowed, 
without criticism, to set its own 
pattern for the happiness of 
all its members. They empha- 
size that women are individu- 
als and that no one pattern or 
solution can be applied to them 
all. 

In ling with this, they reject 
the currently popular notion 
that women should all be 
satisfied with homemaking 
and “community service” as a 
way of life. This, too, the au- 
thors point out with rélish, is 
a formula and, on analysis, a 
pretty old-fashioned one, un- 
worthy of the learned and 
earnest gentlemen now so dog- 
gedly plugging it.

Joe Sik Here, on ree 
Thinks Walcott Will Win. 
OE LOUIS is in our midst. 
The former heavyweight 
champion of the world is 
here “i the interest, of all 
things, of bourbon whisky. This 
can be passed over lightly. Joe 
is in the business of earning a 
living and he has lost his “Joe 
Louis Punch.” 


By that is meant he was in 
the soft drink business and pro- 
moted a beverage with a sort of 
raspberry flavor under the 
name of “Joe Louis Punch.” 


It was supposed to compete 
with other soft drinks but when 
Joe, on a trip advertising the 
drink, was asked the name of 
his favorite, he named another 
drink. 


That was all, brother. So he 
turned to hard liquor. 

« “Since when are you drink-. 
ing whisky?” he was asked, 
for in the 20 odd years the 
writer has known him, he has 
never seen Joe drink anything 
stronger than soda. 

“T’ll tell: you how it is, I just 
buy it for other people to 
drink,” he replied. 

Joe is on a tour of the coun- 
try on business but he has not, 
by any means, lost his keen in- 
terest in the fight game. He is 
an official of the International 
Boxing Club and from his con- 
nection there he draws a sal 
of $15,000, plus a split of the 
profits. 

So Joe is very much con- 
cerned about the forthcoming 
heavyweight championship bout 
between Jersey Joe Walcott and 


Rocky Marciano, scheduled for — 


Municipal Stadium, Philadel- 
phia, Sept. 23. 

Louis fought Walcott ice. 
The first time he won a hotly 
disputed, split decision in 15 
rounds in Madison Square Gar- 
den, The next time he knocked 
out Walcott in the eleventh 
round of a very dull fight in 

~ Yankee Stadium. Marciano 
knocked out Louis in the eighth 
round, 

That would indicate that he 
should favor Marciano, but he 
doesn’t. He thinks Walcott will 
defeat Marciano and by a 
knockout. 

“T don’t think Marciano will 
fight Walcott the way he would 
have to fight him to beat him,” 
said Louis, as he sat eating a 
cereal in the dining reom of 
his hotel. “I believe Walcott 
will be able to stall Marciano 
until the time when Joe is able 
to land the knockout punch.” 

“Don’t you think the way for 
Marciano to fight Walcott is to 
stay away from him for five or 
six rounds and then wade in 
trying for a knockout?” Louis 
was asked. 

“No, I don’t,” he replied, “I 
think he should go after Wal- 
cott from the start and begin 

‘punching. He should.try to 
take the play away from Wal- 
cott at the opening bell. 

Louis has a little different 
opinion from that of most of 
the other greats who have been 
predicting the outcome of the 
match. They all seem to favor 
Marciano and to have Rocky 
play a waiting game until age 
catches up with Walcott. 


Joe Had Start at Arena. 


OE can look back over a 
long and tempestuous career 
which provided him with the 
right of forecasting coming 
bouts. But how about himself? 

He really started his fabulous 
journey to the heavyweight » 
championship of the world at 
the Arena in 1934, when he won 
the National AAU. light- 
heavyweight championship. 
(Please note that this was not 
a Golden Gloves title, as many 
fans seem to think. It was the 
N.A.A.U, championship tourna- 
ment.) 

He turned professional short- 
ly afterward and then began 
his climb, resulting in a series 
of knockouts such as the box- 
ing ring has seldom seen. 

Still, on the way up he was 
knocked out by Max Schmel- 
ing in 12 bitter rounds at the 
Yankee Stadium, New. York, a 
year before he kayoed Jim 
Braddock for the championship. 

Along the line he must have 
suffered physical pain. What 
is the worst thing a fighter 
has to endure and what was 
Joe’s most painful moment in 
the ring? 

“There’s no doubt but that 
the first Schmelling fight was 
the worst thing I ever went 
through,” said Louis. “My head 
felt like a toothache all the 
way. But one thing I cannot 
help but believe is that the 
worst blow a boxer has to with- 
stand is a punch to the pit of 
the stomach. At least I always 
hated that worse than anything 
else. You simply can’t train 
yourself so that it doesn’t 
hurt.” 

That’s remindful of the time 
that the late Kid Bandy was 
watching a boy work out in a 
ring and an observer remarked: 

“He don’t -like ’em in the 
belly.” 

“Show me somebody which 
does,” was Bandy’s comeback. 

Louis doesn’t plan to see 
the title bout in Philadelphia; 
he'll be too busy with his other 
interests and one of them is 
not golf. 

Joe declares that he’s through 
with serious golf, the game 
which has been credited with 
causing him to lose his hard- 
won ring earnings to the point 
where he is “broke.” 

“Joe is not broke,” said Leon- 
ard Reed, his secretary and 
financial adviser. “It’s a good 
idea for a man in his poSition 
to appear to be broke. But 
Joe has business interests which 
are returning profits and he has 
annuities which won't even start 
paying off for another few 


-- years.”

The Havens were playing the 


Hartfords for the “city football 
championship.” There was no 
score and there was only five 
minutes left to play when one 
of the Havens’ players got the 
ball and started an end run. 
Havens rooters, on the sidelines, 
swarmed on the field and formed 
a protective barrier for the ball 
carrier. Defending Hartford 
players couldn’t get within yards 
of him and he scooted over the 
goal line for a touchdown. 

The amazed referee whistled 
and called for the ball. He wanted 
to rule the touchdown illegal; he 
would assess a penalty. But, 
there was no ball. The player 
who made the touchdown had 
continued his run and now was 
well on his way home. The,game 
was over. Next day, to the sur- 
prise of the frustrated referee, 
the sports pages told of the 6-0 
victory of the Havens, new 
champions. 


That’s Where Abeken Comes In. 

“That’s just one of the inci- 
dents that sold me on the idea 
of supervised sports in the public 
parks,” said Rodowe Abeken. “I 
was the referee in that travesty. 
I knew it was a stolen victory but 
there was nothing I could do 
about it. There was’ no league, 
no association, no _ individual 
supervisor to whom I could appeal 
to order the game replayed. The 
game was played on an unmarked 
field at Carondelet Park, just 40 
years ago.’ 

The incident thus described 
was not unusual in those days be- 
fore the formation of the Munici- 
pal Athletic Association, Abeken 
assured the writer. His colleague 
in the inception of the Muny, 
Monsignor Peter J. Dooley, veri- 
fies that statement. 

“In the first place, there was 
never any certainty that a game 
would be played as scheduled, 
whether it was for a so-called 
‘championship’ or what-not,” 
added Fr. Dooley, who is pastor 
of the Webster Groves Holy Re- 
deemer parish. 

“That’s why I wrote a letter to 
Dwight F. Davis, who was our 
park commissioner then, asking

Birth of Organized Soccer, 

And so the Municipal Soccer 
League was born just 40 years 
ago this month. The date of the 
first meeting of team managers 
was held in the basement of 
Municipal Courts Building on

“That letter to Dwight Davis 
was turned over to me,” said 
Abeken, who was working under 
Davis in the Park Department. 
“T went to see Father Dooley, 
and then we talked about foot- 
ball fields. But I soon found he 
was interested in the soccer form 
of football whereas I wanted to 
foster the college type of game. 
He explained soccer to me and I 
told him what I knew of what we 
then called ‘rugby.’ 

“In response to our invitation, 
published in the papers, 16 team 
managers showed up. But, to my 
bitter disappointment, not one of 
them was a ‘rugby’ manager. 
Every one of the 16 was for 
soccer.”

GRAFTON, W.Va.—Completion | 
of a large new bathhouse and 
beach places Tygart Lake State 
Park on West Virginia’s recrea- 
tion map in a big way. 

The development is designed to 
accommodate a thousand swim- 
mers, adding new importance to 
the Mountain State’s largest arti- 
ficial lake: Thousands of pleasure- 
seekers from the population cen- 
ters of Clarksburg, Fairmont, 
Morgantown, Kingwood, Grafton 
and other surrounding towns are 
discovering that conveniently lo- 
cated Tygart holds the answer to 
their summer recreational needs. 
Last year more than 38,000 per- 
sons visited the park. 

The swimming area is about 
four miles by road or cne mile 


by boat from the 2000-foot-long 
Tygart Dam, which forms the 
vast impoundment. The dam it- 
self is three miles south of Graf- 
ton, reached by a paved road 
which intersects U.S. 119 inside 
the city.

The Defense Department has 
been working hard since last No- 
vember to turn out the maximum 
service vote.

Whether a service man does 
vote depends to a degree on his 
home state’s absentee voting laws. 
Each state controls its own vot- 
ing procedure. 

Although President Truman 
pleaded earlier this year with 
Congress and the states to make 
absentee voting laws uniform: 
little was done. They are still a 
never-land and in many cases 
completely bar service voting. 

Two «nH — New Mexico and 
South Carolina — permit no ab- 
sentee balloting. No service man 
ean vote unless he’s home on 
leave. 

Four states — Alabama, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Louisiana — don’t 
allow absentee voting if the man 
hasn't registered in person to vote. 
This stops many thousands of 
service men. 

Ten states allow a man to regis- 
ter to‘vote as an absentee but re- 
quire a special registration form. 
Many service men have found the 
red tape too heavy. ; 

In the remaining states service 
men have a fairly good chance of 
having their votes counted. In 
some, however, the time given 
them to apply for and mail in 
their ballots is very short. 

Swift Postal Service. 

To combat the time element, the 
Post Office and Defense Depart- 
ments have locked arms. As soon 
as the service man drops his post 
card ballot application into his 
unit mail clerk’s box, special 
speedy handling starts. 

Since the election balloting ma- 
terial is all marked as such, it’s 
sorted, put in special marked mail 
bags and airmailed free to its des- 
tination. Post office clerks have 
been ordered to keep a sharp eye 
out for such mail. 

Of course the mere fact that a 
man és in the service doesn’t mean 
he doesn’t have to meet the gen- 
eral requirements of his state for 
all voters. 

He has tobe a citizen and be 21 
years old except in Georgia, where 
anyone over 18 may vote. He'll 
have to certify he’s lived in the 
place he casts his ballot for a 
certain length of time. And to 
vote in 13 states he'll have to 
prove he can read or write, or 
both, in some manner.

LINES UNDER ROADS 


PRE-PLANNED CITY 
WON'T HAVE UTILITY 


NEW YORK (INS)—One of the 
nation’s peeves — and a major 
dollar-waster — is being elimi- 
nated in Levittown, Pa., the pre- 
planned city of 70,000 now under 
construction in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Residents living on the 177 


miles of streets in Levittown will 
never be annoyed by crews of 
repairmen who are constantly 
seen tearing holes in the pave- 
ments of most cities to fix water, 
sewer and gas lines. 

The reason is simple—all utility 
lines are being laid down along 
tree lawns and property lines be- 
hind the houses, a planning device 
that will save thousands of dol- 
lars in road-patching bills and 
eliminate one of the city dweller’s 
traditional annoyances. 

City government students esti- 
mate that $80,000,000 a year is 
spent in American cities opening 
pavements for utility repairs, and 
that the average bill for this work 
in a city of 70,000 population runs 
about $42,000 each year.

Farm Parity Issue Still Unsolved 


Despite 20-Year Struggle With It 


Both Parties Have Supported. Concept to 
Stabilize Markets but Disagree Over 
Ways to Make It Work. oe 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
—The Administration which takes 
over next January will find a 
long-existing farm problem still 
unsolved despite 20 years of gov- 
ernmental grappling with it. — 

This farm problem is the task 
of gaining and maintafning stable 
prices and income for the 
farmers. 


Until the advent of the Roose- 
velt New Deal administration in 
1933, farm prices and income 
were determined largely by non- 
governmental influences and fac- 
tors. These included the size of 
crops, which were unregulated, 
the size of markets, and general 
economic conditions at home and 
‘A 


Depressed largely by declining 
foreign markets after World War 
I, agriculture turned to the Fed- 
eral Government in the late 1920s 
for help in stabilizing prices and 
markets. , 

Sympathetic Congresses passed 
farm aid legislation, but it was 
vetoed by Republican Presidents 
Coolidge and Hoover. They held 
the view that it was not the Gov- 
ernment’s role to inject itself 
into economic operations. — 


Change in Farm Policy. 


Then came the election of 1932, 
with its victory for the Demo- 
crats. This party had promised 
to do,something about farm bank- 
ruptcies and land foreclosures. 

The New Deal set up federal 
farm aid programs based on the 
theory that it was the Federal 
Government’s duty to help farm- 
ers get fair prices and incomes 
for their products. 

These programs established a 
standard for farm prices—a stand- 
ard which, sponsors said, was 
equally fair to farmers and those 
who bought their products. This 
standard was named “parity.” It 
was destined to reflect farm 
prices which were on a par, in 
terms of buying power, with 
prices farmers got in a past pros- 
perous period. 

In other words, these programs 
said that if three bushels of 
wheat bought a pair of work 
shoes in the period of farm pros- 
perity, it should buy a pair of 
equal value at all times. 

This legislation wrote a for- 
mula for determining parity 
prices for the several dozen farm 
commodities. Under this formula, 
the parity or “fair” prices rise 
and fall with corresponding 
changes in prices of things farm- 
ers buy, so as to maintain equal- 
ity of relationship between the 
farm product and the non-farm 
product or service. 

Devices to Push Prices Up. 

This legislation did not, how- 
ever, attempt to fix market prices 
at the parity level. It did set 
forth methods and devices which 
the Government might use to try 
to push prices up to the parity 
level and to keep them there. 

The parity price standard has 
become pretty generally accepted. 
Both major parties have sup- 
ported the concept since it was 
established, 

But differences — often bitter 
ones—have developed over ways 
and means of achieving parity 
prices and returns. These differ- 
ences still exist and will confront 
the next President and Congress. 

The early legislation sought to 
push prices up to parity largely 
by means of restricting farm pro- 
duction. This method was based 
on the economic principle that if 
the supply of a commodity is re- 
duced, its price usually advances. 
The early programs embraced 
plowing under some crops, killing

production of crops but their sale 
as well, Under this od, pro- 
duction and mar quotas are 
assigned growers. 
Supporting Farm Prices. 

Then came more direct devices 
of supporting or strengthening 
farm prices. Included was the 
practice—still used extensively— 
of making loans to farmers on 
those portions of their crops that 
were held off markets. 


This practice usually makes it 
necessary for market buyers to 
match the price support loan 
rate. Otherwise, they would be 
unable to get needed products. 
This program works like this: 
The government offers to make 
loans on a eommodity—wheat for 
example—at an average of $2.20 
a bushel. To get this loaf the 
farmer stores his grain on the 
farm or in commercial ware- 
houses. As long as it is stored 
under the loan, it is not available 
for the market. 

If the miller offers much less 
than the Idan rate, the farmer 
stores his grain under loan, leav- 
ing the miller without wheat. 
Thus, in order to get the neces- 
sary grain, the miller must pay 
a price in line with the price sup- 
port loan. 


Both major political parties 
have accepted the idea of sup- 
porting prices of many products 
by means of these loans, but 
there have been—and there still 
| are—differences as to the level 
at which farm prices should be 
supported. That is, should they 
be supported at the full parity 
price, or at some percentage be- 
low full parity? 


90% of Parity Support Now. 

At the present, major products 
are being supported at 90 per 
cent of parity. In the case of 
wheat, the support rate is $2.20 a 
bushel, which is 90 per cent of 
the parity price. 

But not all products are bring- 
ing producers parity prices. Latest 
official reports show that farm 
prices as a whole averaged 103 
per cent of parity in mid-August. 
Some sold for more than parity— 
principally meat animals — and 
some sold for less. 

Those selling at parity or above 
included beef cattle, veal calves, 
lambs, cotton, potatoes, rye, sweet 
potatoes, milk and butterfat. 

Those marketing for less than 
parity included wheat, corn, rice. 
barley, oats, peanuts, tobacco, dry 
beans, flaxseed, eggs, turkeys, 
cottonseed, hogs, citrus fruit, and 
apples. 

But some farm leaders—includ- 
ing officials of. the powerful 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion and the National Grange— 
argue that supports at 90 per cent 
of parity are too high. They 
contend high supports will en- 
courage overproduction which in 
turn would lead to rigid govern- 
ment. restrictions and controls to 
curb excessive output. 

These spokesmen favor what 
they call a flexible price support 
system. Support rates would be 
high in times when crop supplies 
were short, on the theory that 
high supports would offer an in- 
centive to increase production. 
Conversely, support or loan rates 
would be. low in periods of sur- 
pluses, on the theory that low 
price guarantees would discourage 
surplus production. 

Some Favor Full Support. 


On the other hand, some farm 
leaders—including officials of the

Another parity issue yet to be 
solved is the extent to which the 
Government should go in support- 
ing producer prices of such per- 
ishable products as meat animals, 
‘milk and dairy products, eggs, 
poultry, fruits and vegetables, 

At present, few of these prod- 
ucts are being supported because 
the present Administration says 
it has no workable method of sup- 
porting them. All it can do under 
the law is to buy part-of the sup- 
plies and hold them off the mar- 
ket until they spoil or can be 
dumped abroad. 


Brannan Payment. Plan. 


Brannan would support them 
by means of payments from the 
Treasury. When prices of a per-

Will’s command 
there are between 150 and 175 
ships (the number varies) which 
call at more than 100 different 
ports in the course of a year. 

“It’s a big job and we have 
some headaches,” says the Admi- 

d, talking to aides at his 
Brooklyn headquarters, you 
quickly find that the Admiral is 
given to understatement. 

His ships now carry between 
$5,000 and 50,000 passengers a 
month, most of them American 
troops and families of service 
men going to Europe. They also 
carry military supplies to Atlantic 
pact nations and to lonely Amer- 
ican air bases and weather sta- 
tions in the Arctic, some only 450 
miles from the North Pole. 

Takes Planes to War Zone. 

Three of the Admiral’s escort 
carriers have been moving planes 
to Korea and Yugoslavia. His 
transports have carried a spec- 
tacular assortment-of United Na- 
tions troops half-way around the 
world to Pusan. 

“We haven't lost a single ship,” 
gays the Admiral with a grin and 
a knock on wood. 

The job calls for many big 
and sudden decisions affecting 
ships thousands of miles away.

Not only is this wishful thinking, but facts and figures prove 
actually that housing today is one of the least inflationary buys 


this nation has to offer, and that 
today’s buyer is getting more for 
his money, at less proportion of 
his income, than ever before. 

Let’s examine the record, and 
we shall see why now is the best 
possible time to achieve that 
dream of home ownership. 

It Took Longer. 

Since 1939, personal income ha 
risen 205 per cent, whereas price 
of new homes have risen only 110 
‘per cent. 

With this enormous increase in 
personal income everyone has 
more purchasing power — even 
with the inflated dollar. That 
means that a new house is easier 
to buy. 


the average manufacturing work- 
er 296 work weeks to buy a new 
home. Twelve years later, the 
average manufacturing worker 
takes only 151 work weeks to buy 
his home, 

In the unlikely event that build- 
ing costs—and thus prices of new 
homes—should come down in the 
near future, so also would prices 
of automobiles,. bread, clothing,

To own their own home is the dream of every American family.

Stories of inflated post-war prices haVe given some people the 
idea that today they will not get good value for their money, and 
that if they wait, prices will come down to the pre-war level. 

Not only is this wishful thinking, but facts and figures prove 
actually that housing today is one of the least inflationary buys 


this nation has to offer, and that 
today’s buyer is getting more for 
his money, at less proportion of 
his income, than ever before. 

Let’s examine the record, and 
we shall see why now is the best 
possible time to achieve ‘that 
dream of home ownership. 

It Took Longer. 

Since 1939, personal income hag 
risen 205 per cent, whereas prices 
of new homes have risen only 110 
‘per cent. 

With this enormous increase in 
personal income everyone has 
more purchasing power — even 
with the inflated dollar. That 
means that a new house is easier 
to buy. 


the average manufacturing work- 
er 296 work weeks to buy a new 
home. Twelve years later, the 
average manufacturing worker 
takes only 151 work weeks to buy 
his home, .

Projected for a iii tract | 
in the Bissell Hills subdivision at 
the northwest corner of Cham- 
bers and Bellefontaine roads in 
the city of Bellefontaine Neigh- 
bors is a big 30,000 square-foot 
shopping center building, soon to 
be started. 

It will be on a landscaped and 
parking area tract, available to 
Bissell Hills and residents of 
other sections of Béllefontaine 
Neighbors. 

Eleven stores are planned, to 
include a food market, variety 
store, hardward, drug store, and 
accessory shops such as beauty, 
barber, shoe repair, dry clean- 
er, etc.

Schuermann reports that both 
Bellefontaine and Chambers roads 
are to be widened in the vicinity 
of their intersection, Chambers 
to 100 feet and Bellefontaine to 
80 feet.

And it’s 
much less costly to get a good 
house and later add the other 
things, than it is to sacrifice on 
the house in order to get the oth- 
er things at the same time, 
62-Acre Subdivision.

In the subdivision there are 
separate storm and sanitary sew- 
ers. Shade trees are planted and 
a trusteeship has been created to 
control the growth and care of the 
trees and whatever public land- 
scaped areas there may be. . . 
Yorkshire Hills constitutes the 
last large tract of ground in Web- 
ster Groves suitable for subdivi- 
sion, Koch said. He has been 
working in the same general area, 
within a half-mile radius of the 
present operations since World 
War II came to an end. Since the 
war, he has built about 600 homes 
and has developed the Yorkshire 
Hills shopping Center on Route

Ownetship No Longer Rich Man’s 
Privilege---Right of the Average 


By BERNARD McMANUS

Many odd and interesting facts 
rome up in the course of study 
f modern home financing and 
ortgages. For instance, we learn 
t the average home buyer to- 
is purchasing his home 17 
ears earlier than his Dad did, for 
ccording to Government statis- 
cs, the old gentleman was 48 
ears of age when he bought a 
eneration ago, whereas today’s 
ome owner shoulders this re- 
nsibility at an average age of 

Bl years. 
As we look over mortgage re- 
ports, wé learn that contrary to 
pular belief it isn’t the family 
hat’s “loaded” with money which 
fs buying a new home today. For 
nearly 70 per cent of all the fam- 
flies buying today’s homes have 
family incomes of less than $5000. 


Another thing we learn is that 
Mr. Average Homebuyer isn’t 
going head over heels in debt, 
either, for with an average in- 
come of about $3300 for factory 
workers reported for 1950, we 
plso learn that the average mort- 
gage on a new home purchased 
under FHA plan is only $7586. 


The National Association of Home 
Builders believes the average in- 
come of all home buyers, whether 
FHA financing or not, is about 
$4200. 

If we play around with FHA 
figures, we are surprised to learn 
that the largest group of heme- 
buyers last year were in the $3500 
to $3999 per annum bracket, and 
these comprised one-fifth of the 
new home owners. The next larg- 
est group, 15.7 per cent, was an 
even lower wage or income brack- 
et—namely, $3000 to $3499. And, 
you may be astounded as I was 
to learn families with income of 
$10,000 and over amounted to 
only 1.7 per cent of all home 
purchasers in the nation. 

Consequently, the more we 
study the modern financing pic- 
ture, the more we can see that 
National Home Week is a celebra- 
tion for middle income folks, be- 
cause home ownership is no long- 
er a rich man’s privilege, but the 
average man’s right. It’s the mid- 
dle-income folks, the average 
American wage earners, the back- 
bone of our nation, who are tak- 
ing on the stabilizing responsibili- 
ty of providing their families with 
a home of their own—with all the 
security such ownership brings.

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“Every home, regardless of 
selling price, has two prices,” 
Frank B. J. Darr said at the open- 
ing of his National Home Week 
display home at 9057 Monmouth 
Drive in Richmond Hills. 

Few buyers realize this fact, he 
continued, but it would be great- 
ly to their advantage to find out 


about that second figure before 
signing on the dotted line. It 
could be the difference between 
satisfaction and distress, financial 
and otherwise. Expanding on his 
theme, Darr said: 

“By the second price, I mean 
the future or maintenance cost. 
What will the cost of operation 
be? Did the architect and builder 
incorporate good sound ideas in 
the plan? Will the home meet 
the buyer’s needs for some time 


to come? Will the workmanship 
and materials stand for many 
years and command a fair price 
when the home is resold? 

“By a few small expenditures 
during construction, a few wise 
decisions at the right time, a 
good, well-built home that will 
bring many years of satisfaction 
with a minimum of maintenance 
can be the result of a purchase 
instead of heartaches and back- 
breaks. 

Space Not Everything 

“Many buyers feel they are 
forced by budgetary dictates to 
buy the largest amount of en- 
closed space they can obtain for 
a given amount of money. Once 
they have found that home, plus 
the required number of gadets, 
it is the house to buy without 
further looking or comparison. 
They overlook that cost other 
than purchase cost, the future 
cost. 

“A good home is a home built 
by a man with a conscience. The 
builder must be a man who was 
willing, when individual problems 
arose during construction, to do 
that little bit extra to keep the 
future price down. No two 
houses ever present exactly the 
same problems in building. 

“Consequently, when consider- 
ing which home to buy, the pur-

chaser must be willing to give 
himself a break. The purchase 
must not be determined solely on 
the basis of the “‘mostest for the 
leastest.” Such courses of action 
lead to trouble with the future 
rice. 

Conversely, the mere fact that 
a high price is demanded does 
not guarantee that all-will be 
rosy and that maintenance and fu- 
ture livability figures will be 
where they should. Oftentimes 
untried and insufficiently tested 
gimmicks are ineorporated at 
high prices, which add nothing to 
the end product, except trouble. 

Some Buyer Questions. 

“There is no easy guide to se- 
lecting the home that has the 
proper balance between the two 
prices. There are many things to 
look for. Oftentimes small things 
will indicate the type of thought 
that went into the structure. 
Homes that are assembled by 
those who don’t have the real 
“know how” reveal themselves in 
small ways. 

“Are the walls plumb and true? 
Has the trim been applied with 
a degree of precision? Are the 
concrete walks laid square and 
level? Is the concrete work in 
good shape? Is the basement reas- 
onably dry? Is the heating plant a 
proven type with adequate ca- 
pacity? Are the windows weath- 
erstriped? 

“These are all important ques- 
tions and give clues as 
performance to expect. As in all 
things, they must be applied with 
reason. For example, in the 
humid heat of summer, it is al- 
most certain there will be con- 
densation moisture on concrete 
basement walls, for this is mois- 
ture coming from the air within 
the basement. Condensation mois- 
ture generally shows in the cor- 
ners first, but can spread over 
the lower sections of all base- 
ment walls. Reaction to outside 
moisture can be determined only 
when the ground is wet, but the 
buyer can ask the builder to what 
lengths he has gone to prevent 
leakage. 

“In the house graded so that no 
water can pocket against the 
foundation? Has waterproofing 
been applied to the walls? Was 
draintile used If not were condi- 
tions such that it was not needed? 


Even Bridges Crack. 


“Important, too, in basement 
construction is the use of rein- 
forcing in the foundation walls. 


|In time, concrete walls are al- 


most certain to show an occasion- 
al crack from shinkage or from 
heat expansion and contraction. 
If the builder has foreseen this 
condition he will have placed 
lateral reinforcing In the wall to 
tie it together as a structural 
unit, This recognized character- 
istic of concrete is taken into ac- 
count by all good engineers and 
builders. Almost every concrete 
highway structure, overpass or 
bridge will be found to have 
cracks in it, but the engineers 
have used reinforcement in an- 
ticipation of the cracks and the 
resultant damage is negligible. It 
is well known that only concrete 
materials meeting highest speci- 
fications are used in this work. 

“If you know the house you 
are going to buy will not always 
meet your future needs, deter- 
mine if there are ways to ex- 
pand it. Is there a stairway to 
an unfinished upstairs? Is there 
a breezeway or porch to be en- 
closed? If so, will the heating 
plant be adequate? - 

“By all means, buy a home that 
will be attractive to others, too. 
One never knows when it may be 
advantageous to dispose of a piece 
of property to acquire another. 

“Mainly, if you don’t know 
buildings, know your builder. 
Check with your bank and with 
others who have had experience 
with him and be sure, Areputable 
builder has nothing to hide. 
Members of the Home Builders 
Association of Greater St. Louis 
have a code of ethics to which all 
members must ascribe. A good 
time to start looking is during 
this National Home Week when 
the members of the Greater St. 
Louis Association haye their p 
ucts on display,” Darr conclu ed.

Week gets under way, there is 
usually some sort of a trend which 
makes itself apparent.

G.I. program, Brockbank says 
“extensive reorganization of the 
present VA loan guaranty division 
would result in greater protection 
to home buyers.” 

He adds: “Emergency methods 
and procedures must now be re- 
placed by better operating pro- 
cedures, following a detailed study 
of the over-all problem of housing 
veterans ... such a reorganiza- 
tion is long overdue and its fur— 
ther delay will only impair the 
entire VA home loan program.” 

Brockbank urges that the loan 
program be made a separate part 
o. the VA. He also wants the 
agency to hire qualified full-time 
building inspectors, impose “buy- 
er protection procedures” and 
work closely with the industry. 

Rules Inflexible. 

Another building expert, NAHB 
Counsel Herbert S. Colton, warns 
that government housing opera- 
tions may be destroyed unless 
something is done to improve re- 
lations between the government 
'and the industry. 

Colton says FHA and VA have 
frequently issued “well intended” 
rulings to correct a particular sit- 
uation but the effect of such or- 
ders “practically always makes 
operations more difficult and 
cumbersome.” 

This is illustrated, he explains, 
by the rigidity of FHA and VA 
interest rates, tough rules on 
home building near airports, and 
proposals for a “mandatory war- 
ranty” to protect buyers from 
“shoddy” construction. 

Colton declares “consequenthy, 
‘in recent months a noticeable 
trend, perhaps not yet reflected 
in statistics, has set in toward 
the use of conventional loans 
wherever possible. This, of course, 
would be healthy. . 

‘It is high time, therefore, that 
the best thought in the home 
building industry be concentrated 
in an attempt to devise some 
permanent system of mass fi- 
on for mass home produc-

clines, a substantially higher per- 
centage of married couples will 
become ‘home owners than was 
the case: eight to 12 years ago 
and before, because of increased 
ability to buy homes. He also 
pointed out that shifts in the 
country’s population through mi- 
grations to the west, south and 
southwest will create increasing 
demand for new homes in the 
areas affected by such move- 
ments. 
Expects High Ratio. 

Home-owning families now con- 
stitute about 58 per cent of the 
country’s, 46,000,000 households, 
Ryan pointed out, while 42 per 
cent of the nation’s households 
rent dwelling units. 

“It seems reasonable to assume 
that this ratio of 58 per cent 
home owners to 42 per cent rent- 
ers will continue &mong present 
families and newly forming fami- 
lies during the next five years,” 
he declared. “And if national 
income remains at present high 
levels, the percentage of home 
owners should increase each 
year.” 

Ryan estimated that the bulk 
of demand for new homes will 
come from an estimated 850,000 


new families which will be

formed during each of the next 
five yéars. Not all of these new 
families will want or buy new 
homes, he pointed out. But. the 
fact that there are only about 
1,000,000 vacant year-round homes 
available for sale or rent, will 
| tend to keep the new home build- 
ing and buying market active. 


Many of the vacant housing 
units in the country represent 
either too costly or else sub-mar- 
ginal houses, unoccupied because 
they are either too expensive to 
maintain or becauSe they are un- 
desirable, Ryan said. As average 
family income has grown, more 
lower and middle income families 
have moved out of sub-marginal 
housing into newer and better 
quarters, leaving growing num- 
bers of obsolete housing units. 
Replacement of these units, which 
are becoming obsolete at the rate 
of 100,000 or more each year, will 
also tend to boost new home- 
building activity, he predicted. 
Replacement of 100,000 or more 
homes destroyed by fire or other 
hazards every year will likewise 
be an important factor in the 
over-all new home construction 
outlook, he said. 


Americans Live Longer. 


Ryan also predicted that de- 
velopment of demand for retire- 
‘ment housing may present both 
finance and the building industry 
with opportunities of as yet un- 
realized magnitude. 


“Americans are living longer, 
healthier lives, and hence can en- 
joy living for many years after 
the normal retirement age of 65. 
Many married couples of retire- 
ment age will be planning and 
buying retirement homes special- 
ly suited to the needs of their 
later years. Serving these in- 
creasing numbers of retired 
couples with low-cost retirement 
homes tailor-made to their re- 
quirements and pocketbooks pre- 
sents a. national opportunity of 
great and growing importance. 
If a demand exists for retirement 
housing, we expect to develop it 
on whatever scale is indicated by 
our survey.” 

With all these factors tending 
to sustain and support the na- 
tional trend toward universal 
home ownership, and with a con- 
tinuation of somewhat relaxed 
credit regulations Ryan sum- 
marized, the. construction of. at 
least 4,200,000 new homes in the 
next five years should be a min- 


imum accomplishment.

These factors all have a tendency 
to keep mortgage rates down. 

On the other hand, the general 
economic picture has been “cloud- 
ed” with uncertainties; The im- 
pending coal strike, other labor 
unrest, election uncertainties are 
having a depressing effect. The 
stock market is near its all-time 
peak with many speculative ten- 
dencies. It appears that there is 
a sizable amount of second mort- 
gage financing by home purchas- 
ers and families who are increas- 
ing their mortgages to make up 
a deficit in their home wr li 
Further, inflation has also started 
speculative purchase of real estate 
equities. These factors all have 
a tendency to increase the demand 
for mortgage money, with higher 
interest rates. 

Builders and brokers have com- 
plained that in the last several 
months sales of both old and new 
properties have slowed down con- 
siderably. It is believed that this 
buyer’s resistance has been most- 
ly reflected in the medium priced 
home. Restrictions on financing 
have, to some extent, slowed 
down financing of the medium 
priced home. The cheaper home 
has been financed on a G.I. basis 
with 5 or 10 per cent down for 
a period of 25 years, or with a 
FHA loan where the transaction 
price has been $12,000 or under. 

It is fairly certain that Regula- 
tion X will be lifted by Oct. 1. 
However, it is believed that the 
removal of Regulation X will 
have little effect on financing. 
As far as FHA is concerned, the 
only change will be increasing 
‘|'the term of the loan from 20 to 

25 years. The removal of Repu-

OULD you like to take a trip 

to the moon, pay a little visit 

to Mars, or make a journey 
to Jupiter or Saturn? 

If you would, just clip out the 
coupon which appears with this 
story, fill in your name and ad- 
dress, check the tour you'd like 
to take and mail your application 

_ for a space-trip reservation to the 
Hayden Planetarium, New York 
City. 


The Planetarium people aren't 
kidding. They’re actually: taking 
applications for interplanetary 
voyage reservations, In fact, 
they've already taken more than 
24,000. And although there's noth- 
ing certain about it, they've got 
the first space journey, a 19-hour 
round trip to the moon, scheduled 
to leave the earth at 8 a.m. EST,, 
May 30, 1975. 


“There's no use joking about 
it because it’s going to be,” says 
Frank Forrester, young and en- 
thusiastic meteorologist in charge 
of guest relations for Hayden 
Planetarium, a branch of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, one of the world’s greatest 
scientific institutions. “We will 
keep all applications for space 
travel tours in our archives and 
when those tours are a reality, we 
will hand the applications over to 
whatever commercial organization 
or organizations may be equipped 
for interplanetary service.” 

If all this sounds like a pipe 
dream to you, you are, of course, 
entitled to maintain your skepti- 
cism until such time as Flight No. 
RM I takes off for the moon on 
the space ship Lunaria. Forrest- 
er points out that there was a 


time when folks wouldn’t believe 
that something on four wheels 
powered by gasoline would re- 
place the horse and that there 
was also a somewhat later era 


. when people thought a young man 


named Lindbergh had « couple 
of screws loose in the cupola for 
taking out across the Atlantic 
alone in a flying machine, 


Actually the response to the 
Planetarium’s offer to file appli- 
cations for celestial cruises has 
been phenomenal. At first the 
kids, tempered to such ideas on 
a diet of Buck Rogers and Flash 
Gordon, were the eager beavers. 
But then the full impact of what 
the Planetarium was offering 
caught on and adults with the old 
ploneer and covered-wagon spirit 
began adding their names to the 
growing list. Today besides the 
24,900 printed-form applications 
the Planetarium has on file, there 
are also some 900 letters tucked 
away from individuals who gre 
taking the whole thing seriously 
and want all the information they 
can get shout these celestial 
cruises.

HE simulated trip to the moon 
is so realistic that it is hard 
to convince oneself that it is 
make-believe.

they view a very different scene 
than from the earth.

The moment for the adventure 
into space is at hand. From the 
control tower operator comes the 
drone: “6-5-4-3-2-1-Zero, Rocket 
away'” 

With an ear-deafening whoosh 
the space ship is off and its pas- 
sengers headed for this amazing 
trip into the unknown. 

So realistic that one actually 
seems to feel the impact when 
the great rocket lands in a lunar 
crater, “Rocket to the Moon” 
then takes the “passengers” 
through the experience of a lunar 
day, which is weeks long in ordi- 
nary old-fashioned earth time. 
The “guide” explains that the 
moon's lack of an appreciable at- 
mosphere means that there is 
nothing to scatter the blue light 
of the sun and produce a blue 
sky; therefore the heavens appear 
black by day as well as by night, 
The sun end stars shine together 
in this velvet-black sky and the

HE university operates a $100,- 

000 radio station, WMUU, and 

has a 3000-seat theater-audi- 
torium. For its two opera produc- 
tions each year, it hires Metropol- 
itan Opera talent to supplement 
school personnel, 

There are no national fraterni- 
ties or sororities on the campus. 
The school has about three dozen 
of its own cultural societies. 

Bob Jones Sr., who claims to 
have preached face to face to 
more people than any other liv- 
ing evangelist, opened Bob Jones 
College with 88 students in Flori- 
da Sept. 14, 1927, with $25,000 
in savings and _ contributions. 
There were fiye buildings of 
Spanish architecture on St. An- 
drews Bay nine miles north of 
Panama City. 

The college moved to Cleve- 
land, Tenn., six years later. For 
$33,000 it bought the former 
campus and plant of Centenary 
College from the Methodist con- 
ference, After 13 years of expan- 
sion in the Tennessee city an 
offer from the Church ‘of God 
to buy the Cleveland plant for 
$1,500,000 was accepted in 1946, 

Bob Jones says it had offers to 
relocate in many parts of the 
United States before selecting its 
present location in a green, 
wooded area within the Green- 
ville city limits. On Oct. 1, 1947, 
2500 students from 46 states and 
17 foreign countries arrived for 
the opening of the ‘school, re- 
named Bob Jones University. 

The ministerial students—Bob 
Jones Sr. fondly calls them his 
“preacher boys’—go out each 
weekend to take the gospel to 
churches, jails, hospitals, homes 
and streets. Every summer vaca- 
tion they must preach at least 
one new sermon a week and but- 
tonhole one person daily to “get 
right with God.” 

The school hasn’t finished 
growing. A new women’s dormi- 
tory will be opened this school 
year.

However, practically all mana- 
gers cautioned that this compari- 
son should not be taken too liter- 
ally because (1) Labor day is over, 
people are back in town and busi- 
ness should be better regardless, 
and (2) receipts generally were 
down Sept. 1 because that was 
Labor Day night, never a good 
date.

THERE ARE ALSO special fea- 
tures in connection with a couple 
of the shows. 

For example, “Wish You Were 
Here,” which recorded the peak 
increase of $1389, has been grow- 
ing steadily in box office returns 
for the past five weeks after a 
slow start. It had been expected 
to reach capacity shortly and 
probably will do so this week. 
Moreover, this show only opened 
late in June and many regular 
theater-goers, who spend the sum- 
mer in the country, are flocking 
to catch up with it now that 
they’re back in town. 

“Mrs. McThing,” the play star- 
ring Helen Hayes, tried the 7 p.m. 
curtain briefly during the sum- 
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July for a six-week recess during 
which it played in Central City, 
Colo. Monday night was its re- 
opening and the management said 
business was 20 per cent better 
than at any of its previous 7 p.m. 

However, those 
occurred during hot weather when 
attendance generally was down. 

For some unaccountable reason,

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Mexico City Gradually Sinking, 
Several 1 Ways to Halt It Studied 


Lack of Water in Clay Subsoil Is Blamed— 


Paradoxically, 


‘Same_ Situation. 


Causes Costly Floods.

MEXICO CITY, Sept 13 (AP) 
—This ancient Aztec capital, third 
largest. city on the Continent, is 
sinking at the rate of 18 inches a 
year. | 

The sinking is due to lack of 
water in the clay subsoil. Para- 
doxically, the same lack of water 
is causing the floods which have 
cost merchants millions of pesos 
so: far this. year. 


When the Spaniards ¢ame, they |, 


found Mexico City built on an 
island ,in a lake. Gradually the 
lake was drained and the city 
spread over its former bed. All 
the city except a’few suburbs is 
built on the lake bottom. 

This is a layer of clay some 
200 feet. thick: Clay shrinks to 
about two thirds of its normal 
volume when it is dried. For 
centurjes the clay stayed wet. 

’ 3,000,000 Population. 

But-Mexico City’s quick growth, 
from 250,000 inhabitants only 50 
years ago to. 3,000,000 today, 
strained 
plies. These came from springs 
beside the former lake bed. To 
make up for the water shortage, 
some. 9000 ‘wells were drilled. 
These brought up the water from. 
the subsoil, drying it and making 
the surface: shrink. as the clay 
contracted.

The big marble Fine 
Arts Palace has sunk 10 feet

UTUMN is the time to renovate a lawn. Fertilizing and reseeding 
at this time of year offer the best method of controlling the 
crabgrass which, in the “crabgrass belt’ of the Midwest, makes 

the maintenance of a bluegrass lawn one of the most difficult of gar- 
dening problems. Chemical crabgrass killers, while effective, must 
be used in mid-June for best results. Because of this summer's dry 
weather, crabgrass made its lushest growth late; its peak growth is 
now ove?, so bluegrass will have a chance to take hold. 

Proper feeding of a lawn helps greatly in building up a crab- 

grass-resistant turf. For establishing a heavy stand of bluegrass, 
Paul Bernard, St. Louis County extension agent, recommends an appli- 
cation of chemical garden fertilizer in September. He also advises 
that calcium may be needed, for soil tests show that about 98 per 
cent of lawns in the St. Louis area are deficient in that essential ele- 
ment. To provide it, pulverized limestone, obtained inexpensively 
from quarries, may be used in late autumn at the rate of 10 pounds 
to 100 square feet. Limestone releases calcium slowly, so one treat- 
ment is effective for many seasons. 
’ Annual reseeding is also essential, for even in a favorable year 
bluegrass may suffer 25 per cent mortality. Like most ennial 
plants, Kentucky bluegrass enjoys cool, moist weather. The seeds 
germinate well in tember, and the roots continue to grow long 
after the blades have killed by frost. These fall-sown seedlings 
will be poised for a quick start in spring, and can take advantage 
of — day of fine growing weather. 

In February or early March the grass can be wakened from its 
winter hibernation by a feeding of ammonium nitrate or ammonium 
sulphate. One-half pound will treat 100 square feet, but the chemi- 
cals should be watered in thoroughly to prevent leaf burn. For 
ee eee e nitrate may be mixed with 

parts of a weed-free organic fertilizer. This two-course meal 
is effective, since the slow-acting organic fertilizer continues to 
Tel grass for many weeks.

crippling, often fatal disease has nearly as high an inci- 
dence in September and October as in August, usually the 
peak month of the annual polio period. Last year, for in- 
stance, in St. Louis and St. Louis County 54 polio cases were 
reported in September, 51 cases in October. Peak month 
in 1951 was August, with 57 cases. 

Polio incidence in city and county this year is running 
ahead of 1951, when qa total of 210 persons were stricken. 
The 1952 total up to Sept. 10 (last Wednesday) had reached 
168 cases, including four deaths. For the same period of 
last year there were 100 cases, including six deaths. Worst 
polio year for city and county was 1949, when more than 500 
cases, including 53 deaths, were reported. September that 
year had 87 cases, October 37 cases. 

With the beginning of school, when children gather in 
larger groups and play with youngsters from a more wide- 
spread area, parents again are being urged the St. Louis-

RESCUE STREETH 


Simulated Disaster Area in Maryland 
Trains Instructors in Civil Defense 
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Attending a “bombing victim” at the training school 
for civilian defense instructors at Olney, Maryland, 
are Rebecca Fowler of Athens, Georgia, first woman 
to enroll for the course, and C. H. Hildebrand of At- 
lanta, Georgia.

HE FIRST SCHOOL in the United States for training civil 
defense instructors from all parts of the country is in 
operation at Olney, Maryland. Simulated disaster 

classes are held there in an area known as "rescue street.” 
To provide trainees with realistic settings of destruction, the 
Civil Defense Administration, at a cost of some $200,000, 
had five buildings so constructed as to simulate conditions 
resulting from bombings. They are “equipped” with such 
things as jagged girders, rubble, broken water mains that 

basements, leaky gas pipes requiring the use of gas 
masks and live wires which give a mild shock. 

In designing the project, representatives of the Civil 
Defense Administration visited Europe and Japan to study 
buildings wrecked by bombs, including the atomic bomb, 
during World War II. They also visited England's model 
“bombed willage,” Faefield, for ideas. Builders of the 
project at Olney said its construction was more difficult 
than ofdinary building because the demonstration build- 


ings had to be structurally sound enough to be used safely._

NE QUESTION I am often asked, simply 
because I am Coach Frank Leahy’s 
wife, is this: 
“Which is the greatest Notre Dame 
team you have seen?” 

That’s a hard question, because Frank has 
produced four national championship teams 
since he started coaching at Notre Dame in 
1941. He rates the 1949 eleven with the best. 
But I favor the 1951 squad which lost two 
games. 

A woman will naturally like a team that 
hasn’t won so much, and yet has tried so hard. 
You feel more for a team like that. 

People also ask me who has been my favorite 
Notre Dame player. Again, while Frank has 
helped develop many wonderful All-Ameri- 
cans, the one boy who always stuck out in my 
mind was Paul Lillis, captain in 1941. He was a 
tackle and a fine Notre Dame representative. 

I remember Paul vividly from that season

No Dull Moments 


HERE ARE no dull moments for us. Flossie 

"TP ioves horses and would like to have a 
ranch in Colorado. Five-year-old Jimmy, 

the family’s politician, is always inviting peo- 
ple in for something to eat. Sue is the domestie 
type—they all go to her with their problems. 
Naturally, I could go on describing all the 
children (who are growing up all too quickly), 


but it would require a book. They keep me so 


busy that I don’t realize the football season is 


in full bloom until Frank starts staying on the . 
Notre Dame campus two or three nights a week 


instead of coming home to us. 


@ When the games start, we make a family 


outing of them. Frank isn’t home, of course, 
because he stays over in South Bend.

We have lots of company, especially during 
the season. If we know someone well, we en- 
tertain him in the family manner which 
means he has to accept the children or any- 
thing that may happen.

@ In fact, I’ve been so occupied with the family 
that I haven’t had time to work on Frank's 
scrap books since 1944.

We have a box about four-feet high and bulg- 
ing at the ends. One of these days, little 
Frankie or the others will have to bring us up 
to date on the clippings. 

@ I met Frank on a blind date at Fordham in 
1934. A graduate of Notre Dame, where he had 
been a coaching protege of Knute Rockne’s, he 
was assisting Jimmy Crowley at Fordham. I 
lived in Brooklyn where I had attended Eras- 
mus Halt High Schoot. We were married in 
1935. 

@ Even then there was never any question in 
my mind as to Frank’s unusual ability. You 
kind of know in the beginning whether a man 
is a go-getter or not. Frank was always that. 
Frank’s folks were of moderate means, and he 
made up his mind to be successful. ’

Dr. Mort took his pipe from 
between his teeth: “So they’re 
letting you play with the gad- 
gets? Good.” Then he snapped, 
“But sooner or later you'll have 
to concern yourselves with the 
education process, because 
you’re so much a part of it.”’.

In the end, 
they recommended that the teachers go all out,and plub- 
lished a booklet explaining the method to other citizens.

® “This business about the school being run by pro- 
fessionals who know all about it.and the parents and 
other citizens accepting the situation is changing. 

“The problem of education is not a city problem. It

else. (This state law I was telling you about operates only 
in small districts.) ’”’ 

MRS. PELLER: “Well, is the administration of schools by boards 
composed of laymen a good system?” 

Dr. Mort: ““That’s the best way that has been invented.” 

MRS. PELLER: “Should they be appointed or elected?” - 


Who is he? 


Dr: Mort: ‘Elected. In our great cities, there should be 
some way to give citizens more control over smaller 
areas. We have an experiment set up in New York City 
where the people living in a four-square-mile area elect 
a local school committee. They share responsibility for 
decisions normally made - principals and school super- 
intendents. 


“It is an attempt to get at the problem of apathy in’ 


large cities. We’ve never had much experience with these 
large cities. They’re only 50 years old. If we accept this 
type of remote control as the American way, well, we’re 
just not informed.”

HEN THE Pellers asked about homework (which 
YW o. Mort doesn’t think necessary if teachers give 

children a chance to work in class) and report 
cards, Dr. Mort’said: 

“So many of your questions indicate you think schools 
are way out.here, controlled by some wise group of people. 
I think of education as a partnership. I think of parents 
as teachers, too. 

“As to report cards, there must be some means of com- 
' Munication between part-time teachers and full-time 
teachers, the parents. I would like to‘see the parents and 
other citizens sit down with the teachers,and decide just 
what they want reported about their children’s progress 
in school. Any short-cut to this is a failure.”

signals to promote friendship on the road 


AMES, Iowa. 

N A RAIN-SWEPT ROAD the other 
day, a shiny new car cut 
sharply in front of an old one 

—and splashed a shower of 

mud on the windshield. 

In the second car, tempers flared 
suddenly. Its angry driver raced after 
the offender. 

He was “going to show that fellow” 
he couldn’t cut in like that. 

That night, in a junkyard, both cars 
lay in a heap. And in a hospital nearby 
four motorists lay critically injured. 

@ They were victims of highway 
temper. 

@ But the tragic part of the story is: 
no one should have been angry in the 
first place. For the driver of the shiny 
car did not MEAN fo cut in. 

' What the other driver did not know 
was that the car overtaking him had 
‘swerved to miss a dog that darted into 
the road. 

If its driver had only been able to 
signal his apologies, the accident might 
never have taken place. 

Such things have happened to you. 
You*’ve seen drivers do things that 
made you angry because they seemed 
rude. Yet traffic experts are coming to 
think that these bits of highway rude- 
ness, often, are not intended at all! 


Your Car Can’t Tip its Hat! 


ECAUSE your automobile has no 
sense of politeness or ‘‘con- 
science,’’ a group of careful 
young drivers met here the other day 
for a special purpose. 


They met to recognize a need—and | 


create an entirely new system of hand- 
Signals ... signals that will help you 
say, to other drivers, such things as: 
> “I’m sorry.” 
» “Thanks for giving me a break.” 
> “I know you’re trying to pass me on 
this narrow, curving road. I'll help you 
pass as soon as there’s a safe spot!” 
Or, signals that will protect other 
drivers and help create the friendship 
that truck drivers (who have their own 


system of signals) feel for each other. 
Signals such as: 

» “Look out! You’re running into 
trouble.” Or— 

» “Better stop. There’s something 
wrong with your car.” 

The signals shown on these pages 
are entirely experimental. They were 
tried out under the critical eyes of one 
of America’s top safety experts: Prof. 
A. R. Lauer of Iowa State College. 

Also observing were two veterans of 
the Iowa Highway Patrol, Lieut. Harry 
Brown and Officer Melvin Howe. Co-op- 
erating, too, was the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, whose Iowa chapter sent

The experimental signals are inter- 
esting and should .be given further 
careful study.” . 

@ Commented teen-agers Gary Hessel 
and Darrell Doidge: 

@ “We get disgusted when we see older 
aidan get angry with each other. Usu- 
ally it’s a case of misunderstanding. 

@ “We feel that courtesy signals will 


help people get along on the road as 


well as they do at home or work. 
@ “You couldn’t get along even with 
your best friend if you never had a 


. chance to say ‘I’m sorry,’ or‘Thanks!’ ”
